HIS WORK WELL KNOWN THERE 
AND CORDIALLY PRAISED. 
POST OFFICE OFFICIALS WHO ARE SUR- 

PRISED THAT THERE SHOULD BE ANY 
QUESTION OF HIS RETENTION.

Lonpon, March 27.—It is very rarely in- 
deed that any class of Englishmen take as 
deep an interest in American affairs as the 
higher officials of the London Post Office 
feel now in the question of Postmaster 
Pearson’s retention. Perhaps their anx- 
iety could not be called entirely unselfish, 
for the perfection of the New-York system 
makes easy a good deal of the work which 
otherwise would distract the officials at 
the London office; but there is also a gen- 
uine, even an enthusiastic, admiration for 
the man and for the work he has accom- 
plished. 

Mr. W. J. Orsman, who, in 1882, visited 
the New-York office and studied its opera- 
tions, says he never spent his time more 
agreeably or profitably. He made many 
useful notes, which have since been em- 
bodied in the system in use here, and he 
not only admired greatly the arrange- 
ments of the office in New-York, but Mr. 
Pearson’s faculty for infusing the whole 
service with his own qualities, 

Mr. T. Jeffery, who isthe Controller of 
the London postal service, says that to Mr. 
Pearson is due the greatest credit for the 
rapid development that has been effected 
in the speed and regularity of the mails 
dispatched to this country during the last 
few years—a reform which has contribut- 
ed so largely to the comfort and con- 
venience of correspondents on this side of 
the Atlantic. 

Mr. R.W. Johnston, who is now in charge 
of the branch at Camdentown, and who 
showed Mr. Pearson about the Lendon 
office, says he never met aman who gave 
him a greater impression of being abso- 
lutely a master of the whole business he 
had in hand. : 

Mr. Charles Hawke; the Contioller of 
the money order office, says he regards 
the present operation of the money order 
business at New-York as literally perfect, 
and he marvels that there can be for an 
instant a question of dispensing with such 
inestimable services as those of Mr. Pear- 
son. 

These indorsements are but samples of 
the many expressions of approval which 
came from officials with whom I have 
talked on this subject. In fact, every one 
of the several clerks te whom the subject 
was mentioned not only knew all about Mr. 
Pearson, but had the liveliest interest in 
the question of his retention and hope of 
his reappointment. All regarded him as 
amodel of what the head of a metro- 
politan office should be, which is all the 
more notable because the English officials 
are rarely given to such admissions. A 
less pleasant feature of ‘the interviews 
were strictures-everywhere passed..upon 
the governmental system which made the 
removal of such an ideal official as Mr. 
Pearson possible. 


MR. PEARSON’S CHANCES BETTER. 

WasHINGTON, March 27.—Politicians who 
are interested in the New-York Post Office and 
who have kept informed of the chances of Mr. 
Pearson for reappointment are much less 
positive to-day than they have been heretofore 
that he will be succeedéd by a Democrat. The 
place will not be filled before Monday, and to- 
night there is good ground for saying that the 
chances are rather favorable for Mr. Pear- 
son. The friends of Mr. Pearson have 
written to the President in such large numbers 
and in such pressing terms that he has seen that 
the request for reappointment comes not from a 
srmall circle, but from an immense multitude of 
people, whose greatest concern in the matter is 
that efficiency and honesty shall be rewarded. 
The character of the opposition to Mr. Pearson 
is political. That of his support is economical 
and free from partisanship. Should he be reap- 
pointeé his selection will not be considered a 
precedent for the reappointment of other Re- 
pubiicans.

A WEALTHY INVENTOR SUING TO RECOVER 
EXORBITANT FEES, 


WORCESTER, Mass., March 27.—A case in- 
volving the relations of counsel and client, 
which has been on trial in the Superior Court 
for three days, was finished to-day. It was a 
suit brought by Horace H. Bigelow, « wealthy 
inventor, against Thomas H. Dodge, a wealthy 
and well-known patent Jawyer. to recover a 
portion of $28,000 paid in counsel fees when 
Bigelow was defending his invention for the 
manufatture of boot heels against the Mc- 


Kay Sewing Machine Company. Frank P. 
Goulding, in his closing argument for 
the defense to-day, argued that Dodge’s 
success in this suit had made Bigelow 
@ rich man, and that his services were fully 
worth what he charged. He alluded to Dodge 
as the leading counsel for the Washburn & Moen 
Manufacturing Company in its barbed wire 
suits, anc said he was one of the foremost 
patent lawyers in the country. He had been 
engaged in the case three years, and bad given a 
great deal of valuabletime to it. Senator Hoar 
summed up for the plaintiff. He disparaged 
Mr. Dodge’s ability asa lawyer; said he had not 
given in all over three months’ time to the case; 
that be had kept it alive needlessly in order to 
increase his fees, and that as’ soGnm as he was 
out of the way the differences betweén the com- 
panies holding the rival patents: Wére speedily 
gettied by consolidation. .Mr.. Hoar:said the 
system of patent law seemsto be tending toa 
system by which inventors are to be plucked by 
lawyers, and urged thata heavy judgment be 
spe to his client, not only in justice to him, 
tso that Ayreon J members of the Bar should 
not be able to look up to unrebuked examples

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MORE IMPORTANT NOMINATIONS. 


JUDGE M’CUE, OF BROOKLYN, AND GEN, JOE 
JOHNSTON HONORED. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—For the second 
time since President Cleveland took office a lot 
of nominations reached the Senate to-day. after 
that body had adjourned, and were taken back 
to the White House. Itis understood that the 
list, which will be again sent tothe Senate on 
Monday, contained four important nominations. 
These were ex-Judge Alexander McCue, of 
Brooklyn, to be Solicitor of the Treasury; 
Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, whe now re- 
sides in this city, to be Commissioner of 


Railroads; Mr. N. J. Coleman, of St. Louis, 
to Commissioner of Agriculture, and 
ex-Gov. Jarvis, of North Carolina, to be Minister 
to Brazil. Asin each list thus far made up by 
the President at least one of these nominations 
was asurprise to most of the politicians. Judge 
McCue’s name had not been widely talked of as 
successor to Solicitor Neal, and his selection will 
bea disappointment to several gentlemen who 
have labored under the impression that they 
were designed by nature and education for just 
that office. The Brooklyn Judge is not well 
known in Washington, but those here who do 
know him say his appointment as Solicitor 
is a good one, and that he has had 
the right sort of experievce to bring 
to such an office. Mr. Neal handed in 
his resignation to-day. accompanying it with 
warm praise of all the attachés of the Solicitor’s 
office, and an expression of his belief that none 
of them can well be spared from his desk. Mr. 
Coleman’s nomination to succeed Commissioner 
Loring, will not be much of a surprise, as he had 
been mentioned for the place for some time. He 
was the special choice of Senator Vest, and other 
members of the Missouri delegation warmly in- 
dorsed bim. Mr. Coleman is a practical and 
scientific farmer, and as editor of an agricultural 
publication in st. Lotis 1s widely known in the 
West and South. He is suid to be exceptioaally 
qualified to assume the management of the 
Agricuitural Department, and his selection is 
expected to meet with general approval. 

Some criticism has been heard of the supnosed 
selection of Gen. Joe Johnston to be Railroad 
Commissioner. It has comeas a rule either from 
friends of disappointed seekers after the same 
nomination or from persons who seem to think 
that the fact that a man who fought on the Con- 
federate side during the rebellion ought forever 
to bar him from holding office under the Gov- 
ernment. Gen. Johnston is a genial Southern 

entleman, whose kindly traits have won him 

osts of friends, who indignantly resent the as- 
sertiop that he is too old to fill the office satis- 
factorily. The decisien which the President 
is believed to have reached to make ex-Gov. 
Jarvis, of North Carolina, Minister to 
Brazii, will be disappointing to some of 
the Georgia people who were encouraged 
by the selection of Gen. Jackson for the Mexican 
mission to look for the appointment of Gen. 
Pierce Young to go to Brazil. Senators Ransom 
and Vance are said to concur in the choice of 
Gov. Jarvis, although it 1s not believed that 
either will reeard the nomination as an especial 
favor to himself. Mr. Jarvis was formally rec- 
ommended by the North Carolina Legislature 
for a seat in Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet. Messrs. 
Vance and Ransom were handicapped by this 
action, which prevents them from doing much 
in the way of seeking conspicuous places for 
North Carolinians, it being construed as in effect 
an instruction from their State.

MAUD S. IN PHILADELPHIA. 


HER TRAINER CONFIDENT SHE CAN BEAT 
HER LEXINGTON RECORD. 

PuitaperpnHia, March 27.—Maud §&., in 
her cozy quarters &t Belmont Park to-day daint- 
ily nibbled ata pinch’ of hay, and turned her 
bright, intelligent eyes upon the many visitors 
who were attracted to the stables by the pres- 
ence of the famous little mare. She stood the 
journey from Cincinnati very well, and after a 
sicep in her car at the Broad-street Station last 
night was taken to-day to the park. Will- 
jam W. Bair, her trainer, who brought 


her from Cincinnati had also with him 
Omar, a fast young horse; Nellie Kose, a 
trotter with a good record, owned: by C. B. 
Phipps and M. V. Oliver, of Cincinnati; Barter, 
a haif-brother of Maud §&.; Piety, a 4-year-old 
Sherlock and Duhme, promising 
colts, owned by Mr. Phipps and Frank Dubhme, 
of.Cincinnati; Nutgir!, of whom Messrs. Phipps 
and T. Kittridge,a Cincinnati lawyer, are the 
owners, and Wilkes, a colt owned by Ferguson 
and Simmons. Barter, Piety, and Sherlock be- 
long to Mr. Phipps, and with the others will be 
quartered at Belmont Park. 

“To-morrow is Maud’s birthday,” said Mr. 
Bair this evening. ‘She will be 11 years old, and 
is a notable instance of the value which it is pos- 
sible for a horse toattain. She was foaled on 
Mr. Alexander’s farm in Kentucky, and when a 
year old was sold for $250. Her owner got $350 
when he disposed of her two years later. Will- 
jam H. Vanderbilt bcught her for $21,000 when 
she was 4 years of age,and the money was a 
small amountin comparison with what she was 
really worth. Then’ Robert Bonner, who now 
owns her, gave the New-York§millionaire $40,000 
for when she was 10 years old, and to-day I 
could get a purchaser who would be giad 
to get her for $100,000. I shall put 
her in training here at Belmont, and 
will have her in condition by the 28th 
of July, when, I think, she will make her first 
trial at Cleveland. Her record is 2:0344 now, but 
she will beat that time this Summer. After we 
are through at Cleveland I shall take her 
wherever Mr. Bonner desires to have her go. 
No definite circuit has yet been arranged. As 
far as I know she will be under my care during 
this season, and I think when Mr. Bonner takes 
her from the turf she will have convinced the 
world that her equal has not been found. We 
use great caution and care, of course, in train- 
ing her. Weshall begin early, letting her jog 
for several days about seven or eight miles 
at a gait of about 3:05. After that we shall 
increase her speed and distance daily.” ‘ 

To-day Maud S. was carefully rubbed down 
after being taken to the park, andin the after- 
noon was driven around the track several times. 
A.number of sporting men were present, who 
watched with real interest the nimble feet of 
the little trotter as they went flying over the 
ground at what Mr. Bair termed “quite a slow 
gait for Maud 8.” 

While in Cincinnati Bair was presented by 
Frank Duhme, a well-known horseman of that 
city, with a beautiful medal. It is a gold piece, 
upon one side of which is a finely carved crown 
studded with rubies and diamonds, below which 
are the words, * Cleveland, Aug. 2, 1884, 2:0934.” 
On the reverse is the name * Maud 8.” set in 
diamonds and the legend, ** Lexington, Nov. 11, 
1884, 2:0934.””

A BRITISH ULTIMATUM 


RUSSIA GIVEN UNTIL MONDAY TO 
ANSWER. 

ENGLAND’S FIRST PROPOSAL REJECTED— 
GREAT ACTIVITY AND ENTHUSIASM IN 
MILITARY CIRCLES— LORD DUFFERIN 
MEETS THE AMEER AT RAWALPINDL 

Lonpon, March 27.—The Globe says that 
a proposal partaking of the nature of an ulti- 
matum was telegraphed by the Government to 
St. Petersburg yesterday. It was requested af 
the same time that the Russian Government 
should send an answer that would reach Down- 
ing-street not later than Monday next. The 
same paper declares that Earl Granville on the 
16th inst. proposed to Russia that both the 
Russians and the Afghans should withdraw 
from that portion of territory which is at pres- 
ent the subject of dispute’and should remain 
outside of it during the continuance of the ne- 
gotiations then in progress at London. To this 
proposal Russia sent no reply until last Wednes- 
day. Shethen refused to accede to England’s 
proposition, on the ground that the withdrawal 
of her troops would be a source of humiliation. 
After this answer was received the Cabinet de- 
cided to call out the reserves and the militia and 
to send the ultimatum already referred to. 

The Queen’s message calling out the reserves 
and the militia for permanent service has been 
received by the country with great enthusiasm. 
The enthusiasm is especially marked at the vari- 
ous military stations throughout the kingdom. 
Immense stores of arms at the Tower of London 
are ready at this moment to be issved. The war 
teeling is strong among the reserves, and many 
of them had already joined the ,uards before 
the orders summoning them to service had been 
received. Great preparations are being made at 
Aldershot for the reception ot the reserve forces 
and the militia. Quarters are ready at Chatham 
fora large force. The greatest activity prevails 
in the Ordnance Department in hastening the 
armament of vessels for immediate service. 
Extra hands are employed for this work. All 
the available quarters at Chelsea have been 
made ready for occupation. It is reported that 
the naval reserves will be called out for service. 
The Government has given contracts for 100,000 
uniforms. 

In the event of war 25,000 militia will be as- 
signed to garrison duty in Ireland, and that 
number of regulars will be released for active 
service. 

Active preparations are making to get all the 
available cruisers and ironclads belonging to the 
navy into condition for active service as soon as 
possible. It is known that the destination of 
these vesseis is the Baltic and Black Seas, en- 
trance to the latter, however, being conditioned 
on the assent of Turkey. The man-of-war 
Pylades, in course of construction at Sheerness, 
has been ordered to be completed with the ut- 
most dispatch. 

In the House of Lords this evening Earl Gran- 
ville, replying to the Marquis of Salisbury, said 
there was nothing indicating a tendency to 
flinch on the part of the Government regarding 
the Afghan question. The Government were 
firmly adhering to the policy agreed upon by 
both the great political parties, while at the same 
time they were availing themselves of every 
means to arrive at a satisfactory solution of tne 
difficulty. He was unable, he said, to fix a date 
when the negotiations would beconcluded. Rus- 
sia was now, he added, considering England’s 
dispatch. England considered Russia bound by 
the recent agreement. In the meantime the 
Ameer of Afghanistan had instructed “his chiefs

‘In the House of Commons" this evening,’ Lord 

Edmund Fitzmaurice reftised to answer a num- 

ber of questions asked of him with a‘ view of 

eliciting information as to the exact position of 
the negotiations with the Russian Government. 

The stock market this afternoon closed with 
an improved feeling. The fortnightly settie- 
ment was concluded without the occurrence of 
any failures. The subsidence of the panic is due 
to reports that only a iimited number of the 
reserves will be called out, to the cessation of 
orders from Berlin to sell, and to the diminution 
of English ** bear’ dealings. 

The statement of the Globe that the British 
Government yesterday sent a proposal in the 
nature of an ultimatum to the Russian Govern- 
ment is discredited. 

Sir Peter Lumsden, the Afghan Boundary 
Commissioner, has sent to London a report of 
the engineer officers on the commission which 
states that the strategic position of Penjdeh is 
superior to that of Herat. 

It is reported that Baron de Stael, the Russian 
Ambassador, has received from M.,de Giers a 
favorable reply to England’s proposals concern- 
ing outposts on the Afghan frontier. . Russia, 


according to this report, offers to give the Joint 
Afghan Boundary Commission power to exam- 
ine fora line of delimitation from Zulficar Pass 
to, Penjdeh, on the south, and from Sarakhs to 
Amoudaria on the north; bui before the open- 
ing of the labors of the commission® M. de Giers 
asks that the Afghans withdraw ftom Penjdeh. 
The request for reinforcements made by Lord 
Dufferin states that if war is to be declared India 
requires that 23 regiments of infantry, 3 regi- 
ments of cavalry, 2 batteries of field artillery, 
and 18 batteries of horse artillerv be dispatched 
to India forthwith. The Mobilization Com- 
mittee and the Transport Department are 
busily arranging to collect and forward these 
troops. Several of the swiftest ocean ‘steam- 
ers have been’ chartered for transport 
service, including the America and 
Arizona. Orders have been sent to the Mediter- 
ranean stations to have ail the magazines over- 
hauled, to see that the ammunition on hand is 
up to the normal standard in quality and quan- 
tity, and to prepare all gunboats and torpedo 
vessels at the stations to be put into commission 
for sea service. It is believed that 5,000 Turkish 
troops will be sent to Suakin as soon as Gen. 
Graham has succeeded in crushing Osman Digna. 
This will enable England to withdraw the Guards 
from the Soudan, and they will be sent to India. 


Lonpon, March 28.—The Times learns 
that the Russian Government has ordered that 
50,000 troops be massed at Baku, on the Caspian 
Sea, and has instructed the Governor of the 
on to go to St. Petersburg for a consulta- 
ion. 

The steamship Arizona was taken by the Gov- 
ernment, with the option of purchase. -The 
America will be fitted with guns, but for ‘the 
present she will remain at the disposal 
ot her owners. The Government expected 
to secure the steamships Oregon and: Alaska. 
These measures have been taken because Rus- 
sia made overtures to English steamship com- 
panies for the purchase of fast steamers. 


RAWALPINDI, March 27.—The Earl of 
Dufferin, Viceroy of India, has arrived here. He 
was: accorded a most imposing reception by 
Abdurrabman, the Ameer of Afghanistan. The 
Ameer, in his address of welcome, said he hoped 
that the councils which the Earl of Dufferin had 
come so far to attend would beso guided as to 
insure an honorable and a lasting peace. In 
reply, Lord Dufferin said he was giad that his 
first public act as Viceroy of India was to culti- 
vate friendly relations with the sovereigns of 
the States conterminous with the frontiers of 
India. “I trust,” ‘continued Lord Dufferin, 
“that the friendly reception which is about to 
be accorded to me as her Majesty’s representa- 
tive by the Ameer will Y ahind to all our neighbors 
our firm intention and our anxious desire to re- 
spect their rights.” 

At the railway. station at Rawalpindi there 
were assembled, when the train.carrying Lord 
Dufferin arrived. the Punjaub»chiefs and Gen. 
Stewart, Gen. Roberts, Gen. Hardinge, and a 
number ot other high officials. After an inter- 
chayige of official and personal greetings, Lord 
Dutterin proceeded to the camp. - The route was 
lined with troops and the . military display made 
was very effective. The soldiers greeted the 
Viceroy with great enthusiasm. The authorities 
of Rawalpindi ‘later in the ay  pre- 
sented Lord Dufferin. with an addregs, de- 
claring their loyalty to her Majesty 
the Empress of India, and expressing 
appreciation of the honor done Rawalpindi in 
selecting it as the mriegs | place of the counci).

THE FRENCH DEFEAT AT DONG

Paris, March 27.—The Gaulois says that 
13 French officers were killed at Dong Dong in 
Mon@ay’s and Tuesday’s fighting. 1t declares 
that Gen. Negrier’s position is an exceedingly 
precarious one. Forty thousand Chinese troops 
are massed on the frontier not far distant. The 
Figaro urges thatthe French forces should im- 
mediately march:upon Canton. ‘| 

Advices trom hag, Sete J state that 4,000 rein- 
forcements tor Gen. Negrier: a portion ot which 
is made up of native levies, have arrived there. 
Itis estimated that Gen. Negrier’s forces now 
consist of 10,000 men, including 2,000 zouaves and 
160 spahis. The French newspapers express fear 
that the reinforcements will arrive too late, 
owing to the fact that the rainy season will have 
begun before they can reach their destination. 
They urge that only the blockading of the Gulf. 
of Pe-Chee-Lee will have any serious effect 
upon the Chinese Government. 

All the morning newspapers contain articles 
on the French reverse at Dong Dong. A few of 
the editorials severely criticise the Government 
for its dilatoriness in sending reinforcements to 
Tonquin, but the majority are very warm in 
their denunciation of the Cabinet’s Chinese pol- 
icy. M. Rochefort has an editorial in the Intran- 
sigeant on the debate in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties last evening on the interpeilation upon the 
present state of the Franco-Chinese war. The 
article concludes with the following words: 
** Cease to question the Ministers and invoke the 
guillotine.’

A PANIC IN PARIS. 

Paris, March 27.—The Bourse to-day has 
been in astate of panic. Immense transactions 
occurred, but the tendency of prices was 
steadily downward. The fright was caused by 
the bad news received from Gen. Negrier, 
which showed that his little army was 
in a most perilous position at Dong Dong. 
The capture of Dong Dong and the slaughter 
or paroling of Gen. Negrier’s troops would have 
avery bad effect on rentes just now, and the 
dealers are discounting those events.

VICTORY FOR THE REBELS 


MAJOR CROZIER RETREATS WITH 
CONSIDERABLE LOSS. 
TWELVE OF HIS MEN KILLED AND ELEVEN 
WOUNDED—DOMINION TROOPS ON THE 

WAY TO PRINCE ALBERT. 

Ortawa, March 27.—News: from the 
Northwest this afternoon looks more. serious 
than it yet has. <A special meeting of the Cabi- 
net has been called to consider the advisability 
of ordering troops to start from Ontario and 
Quebec to-morrow. Several battalions have re- 
ceived instructions to hold themselves ready to 
start at any moment, Major Crozier, in com- 
mand of 100 men at Fort Carleton, advanced this 
morning toward Duck Lake, having run short 
of supplies, but he was met by a large force of 
Riel’s followers, who gave battle, resulting in 
Major Crozier’s defeat and loss of 12 men killed 
and 11 wounded. The rebel loss is not known. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway Company have 
agreed to transport any troops from here over 
their line north of Lake Superior. With 
the exception of 70 miles the track 
has all been laid, and over the unfinished sec- 
tion sleighs are now in readiness to transport 
troops. Itis probable that B Battery of Kings- 
ton, which forms ps * of the Canadian standing 
army, will be the fir.t to leave if the Govern- 
ment decide to-night that the forces in the 
Northwest are unable to put the rebels down. 
Considerable jealousy has been caused among 
officers of the militia at the action of the Gov- 
ernment in sending Lord Meigund, the Governor- 
General’s secretary, to organize a cavalry corps 
at Winnipeg. He left last night, and will take 
command of the corps as soon as he arrives. The 
fact that the insurgents have endeavored to 
wreck a train on the Canadian Pacific on which 
troops were being carried to Prince Albert has 
caused great alarm. Itis stated that Riel has 


been reinforced by Indians, which statement, 
however, has not been confirmed. 

In the House of Commons to-night the follow- 
ing telegram from Lieut.-Col. Irvine to Sir John 
Macdonaid, dated ‘Fort Carleton, via Winni- 
pex, 27th March, 1885,"’ was read by the Premier: 

“The party under my command have just arrived. 
When near Fort Carleton, I found that_Major Crozier 
with a party of 100, had gone to Dutch Lake to secure 
a large quantity of supplies there stored. ‘They were 
met by some hundred rebels, who held au advantageous 
position at Beardy’s Reserve and endeavored to sur- 
round Major Crozier’s force of police and civilians, 
The rebels tired tirst. When the firing became general 
Major Crozier, owing tothe disadvantage at which he 
was taken, retreated in good order.  arriy- 
ing at the fort at the same time as 
my party. Ten civilians of Prince Alpert 
and two policemen were killed and four civilians and 
seven constables were wounded. The number of 
rebels killed {snot known. The police and civilians 
acted with the greatest bravery under a heavy tire. The 
killed are: Constables—T. J. Gibson and G. P. Arnold; 
civilians—Capt. John Meriton, W. Kepler. James 
Bakely, 8. Elliott, Robert Middleton, D. Mackenzie, D. 
Macphall, Charles Newett, Jooapa Anderson, and 
A. Fisher. The wounded are: Civilians—Capt. Moore, 
leg broken; A. Macnabb, W. R. Markley, and Alexan- 
der Stewart; Northwest Mounted Police—Inspector J. 
Howe, Corp. Gilchrist, and Constables Garrett 8. F. 
Gordon, A. M. Smith, J. J. Moore, and A. Miller.” 

Sir John Macdonald announced that a half- 
breed had been arrested for endeavoring to 
wreck a train of the Canadian Pacific Railroad, 
on which the Ninetieth Battalion was being trans- 
ported, and that he stated to the officers who ar- 
rested him that Riel had 1,500 men fully armed 
and six United States cannon. The Minister of 
Militia stated to the House that 200 of the . Artil- 
lery Corps would leave to-night for the North- 
west, 100 from “A” Battery, Quebec, and 100 
from Kingston. All arrangements for the trans- 
portaave been completed. The Canadian Pacific 
Company are urging the Government to settle at 
once with the half-breeds and bring the trouble 
to an end, fearing the effect the trouble will have 
on the sale of bonds of the road they are about 
floating in the London market. Gen. Middleton 
leaves Winnipeg to join Col. Irvine at Fort Carle- 
ton. He will take command of ,the troops and 
mounted police. ; 

The Minister of Militia also states that it was 
decided at the meeting of the Cabinet, to-night 
to send 580 men from Toronto in addition to the 
batteries, The Sixty-fifth Battalion, of Mon- 
treal, has been, ordered to re ay at once for 
service. The Minister of Militia is receiving ap- 
plications trom all parts of the country from 
otticers offering to raise troops for the North- 
west. After Sir John Macdonald left home to- 
night an important dispatch came’ from the 
Northwest, the contents of which the:other 
members of the Cabinet refuse to disclose until 
he has seen it. It is, however, reported in the 
lobbies that the rebels bave made a second at- 
tack on Fort Carleton, and that Major Crozier 
has been captured. 


WINNIPEG, -Manitoba, March 27.—The 
ringing of the fire alarm bells this ‘morning 
called the troops to the drill shed prepared to 
embark this afternoon. Gen. Middleton arrived 
this morning from Ottawa and at once took 
command. Heinspectea Fort Osborne and the 
other defenses of the city, and then inspected 
the military special train. Seven carloads 
of provisions left for u’Appelle. at 
noon to-day.

Letters dated the 18th say that Riel was prepar- 
ing for the rebellion, and that large forces were 
likely to join him. The police were going about 
requesting all able-bodied men to join with them 
in preserving order. A telegram was received 
by Commissiouer McTavish this morning 
from Capt. Wastie at Brandon, announc- 
ing that at an early hour this morning 
he had captured an_ emissar of Riel 
named Louis Gourvenne, who had been sent 
with letters from the rebel leader to the Indians 
and half breeds at Oak Lake, Broad View, Bac, 
St. Paul, and Winnipeg, asking a general upris- 
ing, and stating that Riel was intrenched. at 
Duck Lake with 1.500 men, all well armed. They 
have six American cannon. The pris- 
oner says he left Riel six days ago, 
and that his forces even then were being 
joined by American indians. When Gen. Mid- 
dieton was informed of the facts he at once or- 
dered the einen brought to.this city, and he 
is now on his,way herein a special train. This 
same prisoner made an attempt the night be- 
fore last to wreck the special train which 
was carrying the first detachment of troops 
West. The announcement has. caused 
great excitement in the city and 
many persons have even gone so far as to 
speak of lynching the prisoner. Western dis- 
patches indicate that the Indians are betraying a 
sympathy with the half breeds which is signifi- 
cantly ominous, 

It is announced that Messrs. Goulett, Forget, 
Street, and Louder have been appointed a com- 
mission to adjudicate the claims of the half 
breeds. Great uneasiness is felt at the report 
that American Indians are joining: the rebels. 
All the Indians in the Canadian territory are 
= to be uneasy and some are threatening 
to rise. : 


MonTREAL, March 27.—The Sixty-fifth © 


Rifles, French Canadian Battalion, have been 
called out for active service. It is reported that 
the Grand Trunk Company has been requested 
to have cars in readiness to convey 1,000 
men ‘at ‘once’ to the Northwest, so that 
it is probable two more regiments will: be sent.

GEN. GRANT’S CONDITION. 


PASSING AN ALMOST SLEEPLESS NIGHT AND 
RIDING: TWICE DURING THE DAY. 

“Gen, Grant tried to get along for the 
first time last night without anything toaid him,” 
said Dr.Dougias yesterday. “ He thought he could 
get natural sleep, but he lay awexe until after 4 
o'clock. Then he took some assistance and 
slept trom 5 o’clock until about 10. I don’t 
know why he failed to sleep unless it was be- 
cause of yesterday’s examination by the lawyers, 
or, perhaps, the absence of an anodyne may 
have contributed to his wakefulness.’ 

Although Gen. Grant did not sleep until nearly 
daybreak, the night’ was passed without pain, 
nor did he toss about, but lay with his eyes open 
nearly all the time, staring at the ceiling. Col. 
Grant and the General’s body servant took turns 
in watching with him. By morning they were 
Pretty well fagzed out, while the patient had 
quite abundant color‘and did not seem specially 
fatigued. Soon after rising he ordered his carriage 
and drove out with Mrs. Grant. They were gone 
anhour. He had no inclination to resume work 
on his book, but on returning from the drive 


sank into his easy chairs and remained there 
until Dr. Douglas called at 2 o’clock. Then, 
with Mr. Romero and the doctor, the General 
went for another drive. For afew minutes con- 
versation was carried on by Dr. Douglas and Mr. 
Romero, Gen. Grant being content to listen. 
But when a topic was reached that interested 
him he joined the talkers quite volubly. 

It was not long, however, before he became 
husky, and ceased to talk easily. Dr. Douglas 
detected the trouble, and iu a few minutes said: 
“If you don't talk so much you won't have to 
clear your throat. It doesn'tdo you any good 
to clear your throat, so you had better not talk 
so much.” The General was silent for the rest 
of the drive. On reaching home he said 
he thought the air had done him good, an 
opinion which Dr. Douglas cheerfully seconded, 
in view of his improved appearance. He was 
looking quite refreshed. 

The rest of the day and last evening were 
spentin the sleeping room, the General taking 
it very easily and quietly in his easy chairs. The 
doctor found his pulse and temperature nearly 
normal and his throat “ pretty well for nim.” 
He said he thought he would try again to sleep 
without assistance, as anodynes left him too 
languid for literary or other effort. Dr. Doug- 
las thought it would be worth trying, but left a 
potion at 10 o’clock, which the General was to 
take if he failed to go to sleep within two or three 
hours. After the call Dr. Douglas said the Gen- 
eral had set his mind on getting sleep without 
aid, and that there was a chance that he might 
do it. Work on the memoirs, which the General 
regards as of special urgency, has been neglected 
now for several days because of the combined 
effect of enervating sleeping potions and of 
increasing weakness. Food, wholly liquid, con- 
tinues to be taken in about the usual quantities. 


Lirrrtx Rock, Ark., March 27,—The Leg- 
islature adjourned sine die at noon to-day aft- 
er a continuous session of 75 days. In the 
House this morning a resolution by Mr. Harrod 
Was unanimously adopted expressing profound 
regret at the dangerous and continued illness of 
Gen. U. 8.

ONE HUNDRED YEARS OLD. 





JAMES HUBBARTT CELEBRATES HIS ONE 
HUNDREDTH BIRTHDAY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 27.—James 
Hubbartt, living a few miles north of the city, 
celebrated his one hundredth birthday to-day. 
He was born in Delaware March 27,'1785. To- 
morrow will be the seventy-sixth anniversary of 
his wedding day. His wife Nancy, has been dead 
so long that it seems she must havedied a young 


woman, whereas slie lived tw celebrate her golden , 
wedding, and was herself a grandmother when’ 


she died at the age of 77. ‘he Hubbartt stock is 
long-lived. The father of the centenarian 
lived beyond his ninety ninth year, ‘and 2 


regiment could be formd almost of’ men- 
bers of the family who haye lived beyond 
the seventies. James Hubbartt came to the 
locality where he now lives 5l years ago. The 
old gentleman was in bed to-day from the effects 
of bronchitis contracted last week. Hehad been 
sitting by the warm stove last week, and went 
outin the cold air to split wood or take a walk. 
In this way his bronchial weakness has de- 
veloped. Of the 10children bornto James and 
Mary Hubbarttéd are still living,and 49 grand- 
children, 74 great-grandchildren, and 7 great- 
great-grandchildren are alive. Many “of 
these were present to-day. Father Hubbartt 
has been a man of abstemious habits. He uses 
no tobacco in avy shape, and has no taste for 
stimulating beverages. e has been a lover of 
milk, and this tor years has been his principal 
diet. In early life Mr. Hubbartt settled ih Ohio. 
In 1810 he settled near Lawfenceburg in what 
was then Indiana Territory. It was while he was 
living there that the war of 1812 broke out. He 
enlisted as a ‘* Ranger.” A blockhouse was 
built for the protection of the settiers against 
the Indian allies of the British. He was detailed 
to scout duty, and was not engaged in any of 
the battles of the war. He still draws a pension 
s $96 per year for hisfservices against the ** red- 
skins.’ 

The old man looks hisage. He looks like old 
Father Time. ‘He has command of his faculties. 
He has been a great reader, and up to last week 
has carefully scanned the newspapers. One day 
last week he threw the paper aside, saying that 
he was ‘‘tired of reading about old Hendricks,”’ 
and there didn’t seem to be much else in that is- 
sue. For years he was totally blind, but a sur- 
gical operation. restored his eyesight. In 
politics he has been anti-Democratic. First 
he was a Whig, and since the organization 
of the Republican Party he has voted the 
straight ticket. He had voted for every Presi- 
dent since and including James Monroe in 1816. 
He has preserved a fac simile of every ticket 
that he ever voted, and the collection is of no 
littie interst and value, seeing that he has never 
been known to miss an election, national, State, 
orcounty. He has never held a public office. 
He has been a member of the Methodist Church 
since the memory of man runneth not to 
the contrary. Among the relics which he has 
preserved is a basket in which his mother, 
as a schoolgiri, carried her dinner’ in 
the Revolutionary time; a gourd 150 years old, 
used in ye olden time as a pepper and spice hold- 
er; asup dial, which answered for a timepiece 
in his boyhood days,and many Indian relics. 
The old gentleman it was feared would die to- 
day in the excitement of his birthday, but he is 
better to-night, ana will be able to celebrate the 
seventy-sixth anniversary of his marriage to- 
morrow in fair health. 





THE CINCINNATI MOB. 


A REPETITION OF LAST YEAR'S LAWLESS- 
NESS PREVENTED BY STRATEGY. 

CINCINNATI, March 27.—There was a 
striking reminder this afternoon of the great 
riot of which the day was the first anniversary. 
Palmer, the accomplice of young Berner, whose 
mistrial was the immediate cause of the out- 
break a year ago, was arraigned for a sec- 
ond trial, and his attorney asked that the 
jury be sent to view the premises where the 
murder was committed. The Prosecuting Attor- 
ney was willing such an order should be made, 
but insisted that the defendant should accom- 


pany the jury, holding that it was a right which 
could not be waived. The court room was 
crowded with rough-looking men, who had 
dropped in as spectators. The statements of the 
case to the jury had brought up somewhat vivid- 
ly the circumstances of the Kirk murder, and 
allusions had been made to the fact that the 
name most frequently in the mouths of the 
mo as'that of Palmer, who, during the year 
which had intervened, had grown fat and jolly 
by his lazy life in jail, and was. now in court 
smiling over the prospect of a second tilt with 
justice. ‘The suggestion that he should accom- 
pany the jury caused a movement in the, crowd, 
and expectation was peconsne intense. Recog- 
nizing the danger Palmer's attorney protested 
against his client being required to go with the 
jury, and, in.a whispered consultation with 
the Prosecutor and court, agreed _ that 
if Palmer was returned to the jail for 
safety while the jury were visiting the 
scene of the murder the record might be 
made to show that he accompanied the jury, 
and no advantage would ever be taken of the 
discrepancy between the record and the fact. 
80, while the crowd moved out into the street 
and quickly swelled to hundreds, Palmer, for 


whom they were. waiting, was quietly taken to: 


the jail by a back way. hen it. was discovered 
what had been done the crowd 
and dared the officers to bring. him: out:into the 
street. Palmer’s attorney -remarked to-night 
that he was certain if the prisoner had been sent 
with the jury his dead body would have been in 
the morgue within an hour. .

FERDINAND WARD'S WAYS. 
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WHAT. GEN. GRANT AND MR. FISH 
KNEW OF THEM. 

THE TESTIMONY GIVEN BY THE FORMER— 
MR, FISH’S ACQUAINTANCE AND DEAL- 
INGS WITH WARD. 

The jury in the Fish trial had a fleid day 
yesterday. Mr. Daboll was taken from the wit- 
ness stand early in the morning, leaving behind 
him a chaos of figures, loan tickets, empty col- 
lateral envelopes, canceled checks, and bank 
books for the jurors to sift over at their leisure. 
People crowded one another for seats in the 
court room to hear Gen. Grant’s deposition read. 
Many of them nursed their patience until the 
close of the afternoon, when all that Gen. Grant 
said to the lawyers who visited him on Thursday 
afternoon was given tothe jury. It follows mn 
full, as reported by James H. Fish, the official 
stenographer of the United States courts for this 


district. 
GEN. GRANT’S TESTIMONY. 

Gen. Grant’s examination was conducted 
by Messrs. 8S. G. Clarke and Edwin B. Smith, 
counsel for the defense. The oath was waived 
by agreement, and the General was asked: 
“You werea partner in the firm of Grant & 
Ward?” A.—Yes, Sir; Iam informed that I was 
at the time the failure took place. 

Q.—You became a member of that firm on or 
about Noy. 1, 1880? A.—I don’t remember; I 
suppose so if the books say so. I never knew 
that Iwas anything else than a special partner 
clear to the end. 

Q.—At or about that time you paid in $50,000 
to the firm? A.—yYes, I paid in $50,000 first, and 
then afterward $50,000 more. { don’t remember 
the dates. 

Q.—And thesecond $50,000 was shortly after 
the first? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—So that in all you actually paid in $160,000? 
A.—I paid in $100,000. 

Q.—On the Ist of May, 1884, what did you un- 
derstand you were worth; about what? A.—I 
supposed that I was worth well nigh to a. million 
dollars. 

Q.—When did you first become acquainted 
with James D. Fish? A.—Well, I dou’t know 
whether [ knew him before that copartnership 
or not; I have no recollection. I had no suspi- 
cion of any rascality. and therefore there was 
nothing to confine my mind to any such dates. 

Q.—Do you remember upon whose introduc- 
tion you became acquainted with him? A.—I 
suppose it was by my son aud Mr. Ward. I -sup- 
pose if you should go clear back that it was my 
son who got acquainted with Mr. Ferdinand 
Ward through Mr. Ward’s brother, and that the 
acquaintance was led on to in that way. The 
man was supposed, so far as I ever knew, to bea 
reputable banker until after the failure, and it 
was notastonishing that a person should make 
his acquaintance. 

Q.—Do you remember receiving a letter from 
Mr. James D. Fish on orabout July 6,.1882? A.— 
The one that was published; the one of which 
photographs were published? 

Q.—No, I think not; but do you remernber re- 
ceiving any letter on taat date? A.—I had a 
dim recollection after the failure of receiving a 
letter from Mr. Fish whiie I was living at Leng 
Branch, so it mighthave been about that time. 
I went down there about the middie of June. 

Q.—Have you that letter in your possession 
now? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Do you know what became of it? A.—No, 
Sir,I do not. I suppose Mr.. Ward took very 
good paing that [should not have it. I don’t 
suppose that Lever saw the one that wes pub- 


(.—Have you any recollection in relation to 
it? A.—Il have a recoliection of receiving the 
letter and sitting down and writing an answer at 
once; and the substance of my answt® was that 
I'had a good déal to do that day, and that it was 
doubtful when I should be able to go tosee him;, 
that if I could [ would, but that - believed the 
matters that his firm were engaged in were all; 
rignt. Something tike that. . 

.—Haven’t you any recollection as to what 
has become of that letter of Mr. Fish? A.—No,. 
Sir, I have not; because the one that was pub- 
lished I do not believe was that letter, 

Q.—Well, then, to the best of your recolléction 
and present knowledge is the letter th:t you re- 
ceived at that time. in your possession? A.—I 
know itis not, for I bave searched everywhere. 
for it. 

Q.—Have you been in the habit of preserving 
your letters. A.—No, Sir; [have never been in 
the habit of preserving private letters, and if I 
was to try Isuppose I should make a poor rec- 
ord. My business in life has been such that 
somebody else has always taken care of letters 
that had to be saved, and the only way that I 
have now of preserving a letter that I wish to 
preserve until [ do something with it is to put 
it in my side coat pocket or put it in the 
drawer where I write, and then when 1 want 
to look for a letter it is about the last one I find. 

Q.—You have searched for a letter of that date, 
or about that date, without being able to find iti 
A.—I have; yes, Sir; L have gone over all the let- 
ters that I find in the desk. 

Q.—State your best reco}lection as to whether 
that letter was destroyed. A.—I have na 
recollection about it. I was in hopes that it had 
not been destroyed, and therefore { have iooked 
for it. 

Q.—Is the letter now shown you in your hand. 
writing and written by you? aA. (Examining 
the letter)—Yes, Sir; unquestionably. 

p evel letter which you have just identified 
is dated July 6, 1882, andaddressed to Mr. Fish, 
and says: “I find‘your letter of yesterday, 
with a letter from Thomas L. James,” &c.; have 
A any recollection whether the letter from Mr, 

sh, to which this letter of yours is apparentiy 
a reply and to which it reters, was shown by you 
to Mr. Ferdinand Ward? A.—I don’t know. Mr. 
Ferdinand Ward transacted all the business, and 
I suppose he brought the other letter to me and 
a answer, and probably delivered it to Mr. 

‘ish. 

Q.—But you bave no present recollection as to 
when that was’ A.—No present recollection. 

Q.—Your letter which you have just identified 
refers +9 a letter of Thomas L. James, President 
of the Lincola National Bank. and it says: **A 
copy of your”’—that is, Mr. Fish’s— “reply to the 
letter of Mr. James as inclosed in the letter’ of 
Mr. Fish; have you in your possessic': either of 
those letters? A.—No, Sir, I bave not. 

Q.—Do you know what has become of them? 
A.—No, Sir; I presume that went back to Mr. 
Fish. 

Q.—In this letter which you have identified 
you suy that you bave appointments, &c., “so 
tbat I may not be able to come duwn to see you 
to-day, but if I can I will see you before 3 
o'clock.” Do you remember whether or not you 
did see Mr. Fish on that. day? a.—I. should 
think I did not; my recollection is that I did not * 
see him. 

Q.—Do you remember whether on that day 
and subsequently to the writing of your letter 
which you have Just identified you wrote to Mr. 
Fish another letter? A.—No, I don’t think I did. 

_Q.—Your recollection is not distinct, I suppose, 
upon that point? A.—No. Of course I can iden- 
tify any letter that I ever wrote, if it is written 
in my own handwriting. 

Q.+I show you another letter. A.—Of the 
same date? 

Q.—Of the same date; and I ask you if the 
signature to thatis yours? A. (examining the 
letter)—Weil, the letter ig mot imine but the sig- 
nature I should rather judge was mine. (Further 
examining the letter) 1 have no idea of that 
thing. 1 notice a: péculiarity about the letter 
*¢;°? IT don’t think any person else would make 
that letter *‘s’ exactiy that way; the cross of 
that * t” in this signature might be made by me 
or might not. Butf con't remember the letter 
at all; of course I didn’t write it, as anybody can 
see. 

Q.—Have you any doubt, Generai, as to the 
signature’ A.—Well, Lcouldn’t say whether I 
have or not. What I might say is that that “5” 
looks to me as though I must have made the 
“gs” there, and the whole of it looks like my 
signature. I should think it would take a pretty, 
skiilful forger to write my name as nearly cor- 
rect. as that is doue; but the crossing of the ‘* t’”” 
is brought around and stopned a little abruptly. 
I might do that almost as wel! as anybody else, I 
suppose. But I do not suppose that I ever 
knew the contents of the letter at all: for l was 
in the habit or signing, when I would be busy, 
very often for Mr. Ward, and also ter Mr, Work 
in other matters.

By Mr. Root: Q.—Gen. Grant, what 
hour at which you were accustomed 














your Officein fhe morning when you were stay- 
ing at Long Branch in the Summer of 1882 ? A.— 
I gen came up on a fast train; I have for- 
gotten the time, but I think it was 8:30, or some 
minutes after 8 that it left Long Branch station, 
or rather left West End station. Sometimes I 
would take a later train. 

Q.—So that you would reach your office at 
some time after 10 o’clock? A.—RBy that train I 
_would reach my office just about 10 o’clock if it 
was not detained. Sometimes the train in cross- 
ing the river would get in later. Ten o’eloek was 
about my arriving time at the office. 

Q.—Did you observe in the letter which you 
received from Mr. Fish, and to which‘the letter 
which has been identified by you and marked 
for identification “A,” being the letter first 
shown you and which is entirely in your hand- 
writing, Was an answer, anyjreference to Govern- 
ment contracts? A.—No; there was not. I had 
told Mr. Ward when it was mentioned that there 
never must be any Government contracts there. 
{here is nothing wrong in being engaged in 
Government contracts more than in anything 
else, unless made wrong by the acts of the indi- 
vidual, but I had been President of the United 
States, and I dia not think it was suitable for 
me to have my name connected with Govern- 





ment contracts, and I knew that there was no 
large profit in them except_by dishonest meas- 
ures. There are some men who got Government 
contracts year in and year out, and whether they 
managed their affairs dishonestly to make a 
profit or not, they are sometimes supposed to, 
and I did not think it was any place for me. 

Q.—And you did not find in that letter that you 
received any reference to anything of that sort? 
A.—I did not find anything of that sort, or I 
should have stopped, but as a matter of fact I 
may never have seen that letter. Mr. Ward may 
just simply have given meastatement of the 
contents of that letter when at his office. 

Q.—What did you understand to be the rela- 
tions of the firm of Grant & Ward to the Marine 
Bank? A.—Well, I knew that Mr. Ward wasa Di- 
rector there, and seemed to have a great deal to 
do with it, but I never suspected there being 
anything wrong about it. 

Q.—Did you at_any time know or understand 
that the firm of Grant & Ward had engaged in 
Government contracts or in furnishing money to 
be used in carrying out Government Contracts ? 
A.—I never knew but one contract; that is, 
where he said there was a transaction of that 
kind, and I questioned him about it and-he 
gaid he had just been out and bought 350,000 
bushels of oats, I think it was, and that there 
was quite a large quantity more to be purchased 
in Chicago to be deiivered—he told me the date 
when it was to be delivered—and that the con- 
tractor hadn’t the money to do it with, and that 
he was doing that for a certain amount—a stipu- 
Jated amount; but the contract was to other 
parties. And I said that I did not see that there 
was anything the matter with that. Tho man 
had a contract from the Government for a 
quantity of oats, and oats was an article that 
could be purchased very easily on the Cnicago 
market, and I said I didn’t see anything wrong 
in that, as we had nocontract. Then afterward 
I began to hear—and that wasn’t long before the 
failure—whispers around that he was_saying 
that he had Government contracts, and I ques- 
tioned him about it, and he said that he had no 
puch thing. He said that he wouldn't do any- 
thing that was going to injure me, or anything 
that 1 requested him not to; and he said that he 
bad no contracts anywhere. It had been said 
that he had city contracts, and he as much as 
said to methat he was very well acguainted with 
the city officials, and that that made it easy for 
him to get contracts from the city, andI tceld 

* ‘him that I didn’t know whether there was much 
difference between contracts for New-York City 
and those made by the Government of the 
United States, so far as that is concerned; 
and then he told me that he had never hada 
contract at all of any kind with the Government 
of the United States or with the city of New- 
York; that the way he did was—and he gave me 
an instance—he says, ** Now bere 1s a man hasa 
section of a railroad,” and I don’t know what 
road it was; it wasa road going through Pitts- 
‘purg—I think connected with the Reading Road; 
he said there wasa man hada section of that 
road to build; and he gaid that that man if he 
could have money furnished for his horses and 
his tools and his little steam engine and every- 
thing that he needed there, he could work to 
very much better advantage on_his contract, 
and that the firm of Grant & Ward were to let 
him have the money to do that contract—let 
him have the money to getalong with. ‘* Weil,” 
J saia, “it doesn’t seem tome that that is very 
good security; I shouldn't regard that as very 
good security for your money and mine; aman 
that has taken a contract and can’t pay for the 
horses and steam engine, and picks, and plows, 
and shovels, and so on, can’t be very good secu- 
rity for our money;”’ “Oh, but,” he says, ‘‘ we 
keep the contract in our possession, and the 
money is all paid into our office;” the road he 
said heid back 10 per cent. until the work was 
done and they paid the contractor for every sub- 
division; I don’t know what length of road that 
was that they paid for; but they kept back 10 
wd cent. of the contract; andthat is the way 

e explained it, and I supposed that he was more 
of a business man than I was. 

Q.—Did Mr. James D. Fish ever ask you any 

uestion about Government contracts? A.—No. 
Bir: Iam yery sure he never did. I know that 
if he had asked me I should have repudiated 
them and said it could not be possible. 

Q.—Did he at any time after the 5th day of 
July, 1882, consult with you regarding the busi- 
ness of the firm of Grant & Ward? A.—No. 
Oh, I have seen him, but I am very sure that 
Inever did.consult with him. There was one 
occasion, ich I think must have been in 1883, 
when we went out to the western part of Penn- 
sylvania inthe Winter, and Mr. Fish was along 
and a party of gentlemen, and we had a special 

car. ard was with the party, but he wasn’t 

discussed that I know of at all. 

.—Mr. Fish was oneof the party * A.—Yes, 
Sir, and Col. Grant was along, and there was Mr. 
Fish and Ferdinand Ward and Mr. James R. 
Smith, Mayor Edson, and Mr. J. Nelson Tappan, 
the Controller of the city of New-York—I think 
he was what they call City Chamberiain; and 
there was another man who was the Treasurer 
of the road. J 

.—Mr. Spencer? A.—Yes, Sir. 

.—Some time in the Winter of 1883-4 Mr. 
Fish and Mr. Ward and yourself and these other 
gentlemen whom you have mentioned were to- 

ether in a special car from New-York to the 

‘West? A.—Yes. 

Q.—And were how many days together? A.— 

I eg think we were altogether four days to- 

gether. 


Q.—During that time did Mr. Fish converse at 
all about the business of Grant & Ward? A.—I 
don’t think he ever did. Imadea remark, I 
recollect—and that isthe only time that I think 
Mr. Ward’s name was mentioned in connection 
with the business—to the effect that Mr. Ward 
was a man of wonderful ability, wonderful bus- 
iness capacity, or something like that, and Mr. 
Fish said that he had never got anything so good 
in his life before. 

Q.—He asked you no questions at that time 
about Government contracts? A.—No. He 
seemed satisfied, as I was. 

Q.—You didn’t draw from the firm of Grant & 

- Ward the profits which you were led to suppose 
had been made? A.—No,1 didnot. Ileft them 
there with the concern, and everything that I 
had beside, and I haven’t gotit out. I hadsome 
little items, but I don’t know what amount, that 
‘were purchased, some of them, for me, with the 
money of the firm that were profits of the firm; 
they never were purchased, but then they were 
supposed to be, and I was charged with the pur- 
chase of them. 

Q.—You drew, if I understand correctly, from 
the firm at the rate of $2,000 a month during the 


year 1883? A.—Yes. 
Q.—And at the rate of $3,000a month during 


the early part of 1884? A.—Yes. 
Dated the time of the failure? A.—Yes, 
r. 


Q.—And that was the limit of your drafts upon 
the firm? A.—That was the limit of my drafts. 
Q.—As i understand it, Gen. Grant, everything 
that you had was lost in the failure of that firm? 
A.—Everything that I had in the world went. 
Ward came up here on Sunday night before the 
failure and asked me to go down with him~#o see 
Mr. Newcomb to seeif he couldn’t get $150,000 
from him; that he had himself raised $230,000, 
and if he could raise $150,000 more it would carry 
the ey ress Bank through; that we had $660,000 
in the ne Bank, besides $1,200,000 of securi- 
ties in our vaults; that we should be incon- 
vienced very much if wecouldn’tcarry the bank 
through, and he said the Marine Bank was all 
sound and solid if it had time to collect in or 
Graw in alittle of its time loans. And [ went 
down there with him, and Mr. Newcomb was not 
at home, and he asked me ifI knew William H. 
Vanderbilt well enough to ask him, and I, after 
some little hesitation, said I did, and Mr. Van- 
derbilt loaned it to me without hesitation at all, 
He said at the time he gave it to me'that he was 
lending this to me, and that he had no recol- 
lection of ever having done such a thing before,

Q.—The representation of Mr. Ward to you was 
that your firm was in danger on account of the 
critical condition of the Marine Bank?

Q.—He did not tell you that the firm owed the 

Marine Bank $1,300,000? A.—Oh! no. 

.—Or that the firm was overdrawn in the 
neighborhood of a million of dollars? A.—No, 
Sir. Hesaid we had in our own vaults, of our 
own securities, $1,800,000, and that we had $660,000 
to n the Marine —now that I 
think of it, it was seven hundred and odd thou- 

sand—and then he said $150,000 more that he had 
got of me was that much more to help the bank, 
and I found his statement, when I went down to 
the office after the failure, was correct, so-far as 
the books of Grant & Ward showed. 

Q.—Now, did Mr. Fish at any time during the 
Spring of 1884 communicate to you_any distrust 
on. part of Mr. Ward? A.—No, Sir; if he had 
I should have been very ready, I have no doubt, 
to take distrust. 

-Q.—Did Mr. Fish at any time communicate 'to 
you the fact that during the Spring of 1884 the 
accounts of the firm with the Marine Bank were 
overdrawn? A.—No.

Q.—Who had the active management so far as 
you know—the active management and control

By Mr. Clarke—Did you communicate to Mr. 

Fah in the Spring of 1884 or at any:time prior to

A.—I 
am sorry to say I didnot. Ihad no distrust of 
Mr. Ward the night before the failure; not the 
slightest; and I recollect that my son, U.S. 
Grant, after the failure, said that “Ferd would 
come out right yet; he had no doubt he wouid 
come out right,” for he had such profound 
friendship for his brother, Will Ward, that he 
didn’t believe that it was possible for him to do 
a dishonest act. It took me a day or two to be- 
lieve it was possible that Ward had committed 
the act he had. 

By Mr. Root—Gen. Grant, you didn’t know at 
the time that you went at Ward's instance_and 
obtained the check for $150,000 from Mr. Van- 
derbilt on the 5th of May, 1884, that a week be- 
fore that time Mr. Fish had been to the office of 
the firm and expressed his own apprehension 
that_Mr. Ward had run away from the city? 
A,—I didn’t know that; I never heard of it, 

By Mr. Clarke—Exactly what was it, accord- 
ing to your present recollection, that Mr. Ward 
said on the Sunday before the failure in respect 
to the securities of the firm in the Marine 
Bank? A.—He didn’t say he had any securities 
in the Marine Bank; hespoke about our own 
Private securities, is the way I understood it; 
that we had $1,300,000 in our vault, and that we 
had seven hundred and odd thousand dollars of 
money in the Marine Bank. 

Q.—Seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
of moncy in the Marine Rank? A.—Yes, 

Q.—That was Mr. Ward’s statement to you on 
Sunday? A.—Yes, Sir. / 

Q.—Did Mr. Ward make to you statements from 
time to time as to the business of the firm and 
the profits that had been realized? A,—At first 
he used to make statements; and then later than 
that he used to make statements, or show them 
in his office; I don’t remember. of any recent 
statements, except that he would show them 
and show what the profits figured up; I have 
looked at them later, and my recollection now 
is that they showed the nature of the profits. 


Q.—You have none of those statements in your 
possession? A.—No, I have not, 
Q.—Were those in the nature of monthly state- 


ments? A.—In the nature of monthly state- 
ments, yes; I neyer read one of those statements 
until atter the failure. 

Q.—But they were statements showing from 
month to month the profits of the firm?

MR. FISH TELLS HIS STORY. 

The prisoner, James D, Fish, was called 
to the cane-bottomed chair which Mr. Daboll 
had occupied for so many days. He talked all 
day, and the jurors evidently enjoyed listening 
tohim, With the exception of a few questions 
he answered in a suit before Referee Cole about 
certain transfers of property, this wag the first 
time Mr. Fish had been given an opportunity to 
tell his side of the story under oath since the 
Marine Bank failed. The Directors who claim 
that Mr. Fish hoodwinked them satin the court 
room and heard him talk. Lawyers and busi- 


hess men spared a few busy moments at inter- 
vals during the day to come in and listen to him. 

When he sat down in the witness chair and 
turned his florid face—its natural ruddy color 
intensified by his agitation—to the jury, Mr. 
Fish stiffened his back, placed his hands upon 
his knees, and stared straight ahead as though 
he was sitting for a photograph. In a few 
minutes he regained his composure, and in a dis- 
tinct voice, all the more noticeable from the 
stillness of the people who followed him so at- 
tentively, he answered interrogatories that 
sketched his early career. He was born, he said, 
in Stonington, Conn., and first worked as a clerk 
in his father’s store. In 1841 he came to New- 
York and started in the ship chandlery business 
in Beekman-street, near South-street. He was 
industrious and got along in the world. For 22 
years he wasa member of a firm in the same 
business in South-street. Mr. Fish told about 
the different changes in the firm until he 
put out asign, James D. Fish & Co. This firm is 
stillin existence, but his connection with it 
ceased about eight yearsago. Mr. Fish became 
connected with the Marine Bank when it was or- 
ganized, in 1853. He was a Director in it for 
many years; and served foralong time as its 
Vice-President. In 1861 he was elected President 
of the bank and served constantly in that capaci- 
ty until the failure, in May, 1884, The Marine 
Bank was changed from a State bank to a na- 
tional bank in 1865. While he was President of the 
Marine Bank Mr. Fish was interested in other 
money-making enterprises outside. It was a com- 
mon thing, he testified, for bank Presidents to 
be pecuniarily interested in outside enterprises, 
and to do the banking business for firms in 
which they were interested. 

Mr, Fish first became acquainted with Ferdi- 
nand Ward, hesaid, in 1876. Ward cameto him 
with an introduction from Sidney Green, who 
was then Cashier of the Marine Bank. Mr. 
Green died soon afterward. - Ward said that he 
was an ambitious young man and wanted to 
geton. If Mr. Fish would aid him with his in- 
tluence and advice Ward would surély prove 
himself to be a young man worthy of confi- 
dence. Mr. Fish gave him what he asked—ad- 
vice and friendship. Ward referred, among 
others, to Franklin Edson as one of his friends. 
He was quite well known, he said, on the 
Produce Exchange. The first business transac- 
tiog Mr. Fish ever had with him was in connec- 
tion with the Produce Exchange. Ward hada 
scheme of buying at a discount the certificates 
of persons who, for various reasons, desired to 
part with them,and selling them again at a 
good profit. Mr. Fish loaned Ward money to 
buy the certificates with} and shared half the 
profits with him. Mr. Fish always took Ward's 
word for the accuracy of his accounts and trans- 
actions. Ward, in July, 1878, wrote from Stam- 
ford, Conn., to Mr. Fish’ about their copartner- 
oT in this business. Among other things he 
saids 

“If atany time’you feel that you must callin these 
loans on certificates I will raise the money, but I feel 
that the larger the venture in our hands the better it 
will be for us, for I watch them carefully, and asthings 
look now there is every chance of their goingup. * * * 
Mr. Green and I made over $750 apiece on these certifi- 
cates in eight months, and I believe they are a splendid 
thing when watched.’’ 


In a letter asking for the return of some se- 
curities, which he wrote to Mr. Fish in May, 
1880,|(before the formation of the firm,) Ward said: 


Now, a word as tothe flour business. I infer from 
frome things that you have said, that you do not think 
the profit on the business pays for the trouble. If this 
is 80, why. lido not want you to continue it, but I will 
put some of my own into cash and go on with it 
myself. I feel, however, that I have conducted this 
business with care, and have done well so far. In ad- 
dition to paying all interest on my notes, we have made 
jointly over $14.000 since last Spring a year ago, and 
this on an average investment of $50,000. According 
to my agreement with you, I have always left in 
my box security for one-half the amount of my 
notes, and I do so now. This seems to me a fair way of 
doing it. The income I derive from my half profit is 
very acceptable to me, for I feel that it is a more 
legitimate business than stocks; still, if you do not 
agree with mel want to knowit. You and I have lost 
very little in comparison with what we have made, and 
I think it is emty fair that before helping others 
(by whom you have lost money) you should do at least 
what you can to increase our profits. 1 do not want in 
any way to appear selfish in the matter, but simply 
feel that working as hard as I have to get our business 
in running order and make money it would be hard 
to have to stop it. We have done well so far, 
and why should we not go on? * * * J} 
feel very grateful to you for all you have done for 
me. Rather than see you lose money by my careless- 
ness I would make it up to you, but I do feel bad to sea 
you losing with others what you make with m I like 
to join you in all these railroad matters, and also in- 
finence my friends to do the same, but when I see any 
want of confidence in you toward me it makes me feel 
bad, for I feel 1 have done all in my power to make our 
business relations a success, 


In a previous letter to Mr. Fish, when a part- 
nership was first suggested, Ward said: 

But still you know the old saying is true that the 
more one has the more one wants, and this is so with 
me. The acquaintance and influence I have with men 
of prominence and influence £S me many opportuni- 
ties to make money, and feel that with care and 
shrewdness I shall be able by next year to more tnan 
double our protits. The opening of the Western min- 
ing field, as wellas my acquaintance with Grant and 
my brother, will help usin making many a good turn in 
mining stocks. * * * Ifeelthat you can appreciate 
my desire as a young man to gain that point when in 
old age I will have but to sit down and enjoy the re- 
sults of my work, 


Mr. Fish said that Ward first made him ac- 
quainted with U. 8. Grant, Jr., atthe Union 
Club. He was not introduced to the General un- 
til after the formation of Grant & Ward, in July, 
1880, Ward also brought about this acquaintance. 
The firm was started with $300,000 capital stock, 
Mr. Fish, Ward, and U, 8S. Grant, Jr., each put- 
tiog $100,000 into it. Mr. Fish seldom went to 
the office of the firm, perhaps only once a week, 
and took no active part in the business, except 
to furnish his share of the money. He was 
furnished with monthly statements showing his 
share ot the profits. The itemized monthly 
statements putin evicence so far showed Mr. 
— personal profits from the firm to be as fol- 
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These amounts were all paid to Mr. Fish in 
checks. A chargein the April, 1881, statement 
was $325 for photographs of Gen. Grant and his 
partner Mr. Fish. Some months the bill for 
lunch amounted to over $50. m business 
co ondence read while the statements were 
introducedj it seems that Ward let Mr. Fish into 
the contract business in February, 1882. In that 
month Ward wrote this to Mr. Fish: 

“ DEAR SIR: We have an order to supply 2,500 barrels 
of fiour in store eee Government.) Flour 


will cost about $5, . Shai wetake it? There 
won't be many more of these orders given until Spring,

We 
have a bright prospect ahead we are careful, 
We fully appreciate your kindness in aiding us in get- 
ting the money. I shall always look out for your in- 
terest in these matters, and if at any time I get going 
too fast or seem too anxious tou make money you must 
check me; for although I am very cautious, still I 
know that discretion is the better part of valor. We 
are fast gaining a foothold in Washington, and if some 
day we can get some of those Indign contracts 1 will 
be happy, for. the profit on one of them is enough to 
set us all up.” 

In another letter, dated March 14, 1882, Ward 
tells Mr. Fish that the value of Grant & Warc’s 
securities were $449,800. He made this estimate 
after deducting every thing that seemed doubt- 
ful. One ‘unfortunate joss’ he mentions is 
$55,000 in the Belmont Coal Company. 
ter dated March 2, 1882, Ward said: 

“The Government contract business is progressing 
well, but we need to keep it mum, for if we don’t the 
papers will give us fits. [I don’t want all the contracts, 
but I think when we get out of ane we can try for an- 
other. As Iam managing these orders I feel that the 
responsibility rests on me, and I don’t want to go too 
deep. Some of our friends, I think. have their sus- 
piciens that we are getting rich, (Cullen, Diekerman, 
Snow, &c.,) but I keep it quiet. ‘The cigars came all 
right. ‘Che General was much pleased with his, and 
wants me to thank you. As to Buck and I, we are 
showing the proof of the pudding by smaking them up. 
You are very kind to send them,” 

Three days later Ward wrote again. He said: 

“Tam now working to get the contract to supply 
certain Government stations with outs and flour. If 
de thisit will bea steady thing, and also very profit- 
able, but it willtake money. ‘There is a big order to be 
given soon for a large amount, probably about the 25th 
of this month. It may take $50,000. Now, I want to 
know whether you think it best for me to try for this. 
The returns on that big contract willbe coming in on 
April 1 or 2, and so it will not be increasing the notes 
but for a few days, I willdo as you say. { don’t like 
to be selling your indorsed notes here without letting 
you know about it, so if you will write me what your 
wishes are I will abide by them. These are chances 
we should not iose, and they may lead to our getting 
to be a permanent supply bureau. Go it while you ean 
and have a good time. on’t worry about things here. 
Allis well,’ 

Mr, Stanley asked the witness: ‘How much 
of Grant & Ward's paper did you holdin July, 
rh) 


“T think there was about $200,000 worth of it 
in the Marine Bank on July 1, which had been 
discounted and had Ward’s indorsement,” was 
the reply. 

Several more letters from Ward to Fish were 
read, referring in various ways to Government 
contracts by numbers. In some of them he pro- 
poses to take up notesabout to mature with new 
notes. In May, 1882, he said: 


*“ This $6,250 note is due to-day on contract No. 1, and 
we will carry it over to contract No, 5, as} we did the 
others. Please see that name is discounted.” 


It would seem from the following extract taken 
from a letter of May 19, 1882, that Fish sometimes 
found fault with his ambitious young partner. 
Ward wrote: 

“Now, you knowthat I appreciate too deeply the 
kindness you have shown me since Green’s death to 
ever be guilty of trying to take advantage of you. I 
have always looked upon you as a second father to me, 
and I fully appreciate your kindness. You have been 
the sole means of placing me whereI am, and I can’t 
stand it to feel that you think I would take advantage 
of youif I could.” 

On May 26 Ward wrote: 

“Gen. Grant and President Arthur will dine with me 


at Stamford soon. Want you to be present.’ 


“Did you go to Stamford on this invitation?” 
Mr. Fish was asked. 

**T did not,” he answered. 

At this point Gen, Grant’s testimony was in- 
troduced. Mr, Fish listened to it very carefully, 
The letter from Mr. Fish to Gen. Grant (written 
July 5 and received July 6) which the General 
was questioned so closely ahout was printed in 
full in Tage Times when the copy of it was pro- 
duced before Referee Cole by Francis N. Bangs. 
Mr. Fish gave his letter copy book to Mr. Bangs 
for use inasuit. Since then Mr. Bangs has had 
the book in his possession, and plenty of law- 
yers who would have been glad to look 
inside the covers of it have been unoblie to do so. 
The other day Mr. Bangs was subpcenaed by the 
defense in this trial and left the book with the 
clerk when he went away. In the letter Mr. Fish 
suggests to Gen. Grant that it might be well for 
them to meet and talk over business matters. 
Tneir ‘‘conservative intluence,”’ Mr. Fish 
thought, even if not beneficial, would do the 
young men in the firm of Grant & Ward no 

arm. 

In response to questions by Mr. Root, Mr. Fish 
said that he had no recollection of seeing Ward 
on the day he wrote that letter. He certainly 
did not show it to him or consult with him, and 
had no idea how Ward could in any way bave 
learned of its contents. Mr. Fish’s examination 
will be resumed on Monday morning. 


FHE NORTH CAROLINA DEBT.

PREPARING TO COMPROMISE, COMMUTE, 
AND SETTLE STATE OBLIGATIONS. 
RaxrzEIeH, N. C., March 27.—The State 
Treasurer announces that the time for exchang- 
ing the bonds included in the act of 1879 to 
“compromise, commute, and settle the State 
debt,’’ was extended by the Legislature to Jan. 


1, 1887, and that the first classes of bands are as 
follows: 

Class 1—Bonds dated before May 20, 1861, known as 
“old bonds,” which the holder can easily identify by 
their dates. They are redeemable at 40 per cent. of 
the principal. The last date of this class is April, 1861. 

Class 2—Bonds issued since the close of the war by 
authority of acts passed before the war for the 
Western North Carolina Kailroad dated at dif- 
ferent times as_ follows: he’ 1, 1866, Oct. 1, 
1866, July 1, 1867, Jan. 1, 1868 Oct. 1, 1868. 
Also bonds issued to the same road dated Oct. 
1, 1861. Wileaingon, Charlotte and Rutherford Rail- 
road, dated at different times as follows: July 1, 1862, 
Jan. 1, 1866, and Jan. 1, 1867. 
Fayetteville, dated Oct. 1, 1861. 
at 25 per cent. of the principal. 

Class 3—Bonds to provide for funding the State debt, 
issued under the act of March 10, 18866, dated Jan. 1, 
1866, and the bonds issued under the act of Aug. 20, 
1868, to provide for funding the matured interest = 
the public debt, dated Oct. 1, 1868, redeemable at 15 
per cent. of tne principal. 

Bonds presented for exchange must he ac- 
companied by all coupons belonging thereto in 
the possession of the holder. The bonds to be 
issued under the above mentioned act are to 
bear 4 per cent. interest, and are exempt from 
taxation. Their coupons are receivable after 
maturity in paymentof all State taxes. Pro- 
vision is made in the act for the payment of the 
interest, and it will be promptilv paid as it ac- 
crues. On issuing the new bonds the matured 
coupons thereon are detached and retained by 
the Treasurer. The exchange is made at the 
office in Raleigh. The only expenses attending 
the exchange are the express charges on bonds 
to and from this city, to be paid by the holders. 
The act authorizes the funding of bonds to the 
amount of $12,627,000, of which over $9,600,000 
has been funded. The following mentioned 
ponds are excluded from theact: The issues 
known as “special tax” bonds, which the holder 
can readily identify, as the statement on the 
face of each bond sy its character; the is- 
sue to the Ohathani lroad Company under 
an ordinance of the convention of 1868, dated 
April 1, 1868, $1,000 each; the issue to the Will- 
jamston and Tarborough Railroad Company un- 
der the same authority, dated Oct. 1, 1869, $1,000 
each; the bonds issued on account of the peni- 
tentiary under the act of Aug. 24, 1868, dated 
Oct. 1, 1868, $1,000 each. There is now $310,000 in 
the Treasury in excess of the annual interest 
charge, which the Legislature ordered to 
vested in the new 4 per cent. bonds. 
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A SCHOONER WRECKED. 

BALTIMORE, March 27.—Capt. J. L. 
Springer, of the three-masted schooner Veto, of 
New-London, Conn., which left Wilmington, N. 
C., March 12, reports the loss of his vessel in lat- 
itude 36° longitude 73° on March 21. The Veto left 
Wilmingtonloaded with tar for Boston. On the 
lith, off Body Island, North Carolina, a gale com- 
menced blowing from north-northeast, accom- 
panied by snow, during which the schooner was 
Strained so that she sprung a leak. On the 
morning of the 21st there was a lull in the storm 
and the schooner Genevieve, Capt. Haley, 0 
Morristown, N. J., rescued the crew. Capt. 
Haley paid every attention to the rescued men 
and brought them to Baltimore. The Veto was 
a three-masted schooner of 878 tons burden, She 
was built in 1866 and rebuilt during the past 
Winter. She was owned OF Capt. Springer and 
others and valued at $10,000. She was oar par- 
tially insured. The cargo was valued at $3,500.

A BARE’S LONG VOYAGE.

WILLIAM NEAL, THE LAST OF THE THREE 
MURDERERS, HANGED. 

Grayson, Ky., March 27.—William Neal, 
the last of the Ashland murderers, was brought 
here last night from Mount Sterling for execu- 
tion. Large crowds greeted him.at each sta- 
tion. He was firm and composed, and main- 
tained his innocence to all of the many who vis- 
ited him. He ordered eggs, bacon, and coffee 
for supper, breakfast, and dinner, and refused 
the attendance of ministers until this morn- 


ing. At 1 o’clock he was taken to the 
gallows, whére a largé crowd was wait- 
ing to witness the execution, and was 


escorted by 100 guards, armed with double- 
barreled shotguns and pistols. Neal ascended 
the scaffold with great composure. He said: “I 
say to one and all: You all know that this is no 
placeto-tell a lie. Istand here to-day to suffer 
‘ did not commit, and one 
day my innocence will be established beyond 
adoubt, I bid you one and all road-bee. Lord, 
Thou knowest I am innocent; into Thy hands 
Icommit my soul. Iam innocent.’ 

The last words were said just as the drop fell. 
He was pronounced dead in 10 minutes, None 
of his relatives were present. e 

On the morning of Dec, 24, 1881, the people of 
the little town of Ashland,.on the banks of the 
Ohio River, in the eestern part of the State, dis- 
covered the frame cottage of Mrs. Gibbons to be 
inflames. They turned out to subdue the fire, 
and were horrified to find amid the ruins the 
bodies of Fannie and Robert Gibbons and Emma 
Carrico. The girls were each about 15 years old, 
and the boy, who was a cripple, was hot more 
than 12. Mrs, Gibbons had gone away on a visit 
the previous day, and Emma Carrico had come 
to stay with her family during her absence, 
The people of Ashland were shocked to 
find upon a_closer inspection that the 
children had all been murdered. Vigilance com- 
mittees were organized to find out the mur- 
derers, and detectives were ompeeres for the 
same purpose, After{the lapse of several weeks 
a man named George Ellis confessed in the pres- 
ence of United States Deputy Marshal George 
Hepith and several citizens of Ashland that die 
and Ellis Craft and William Neal had committed 
the crime. He said tbat on the night of Dec. 24, 
1881, Ellis Craft and William Neal came to his 
house and told him they wanted him to go with 
them to the Gibbons house to accomplish the 
purpose they had agreed upon, and when he 
objected theyjthreatened to murder him, and thus 
forced him tg go, When they reached the house 
they forced the window with a crowbar. The 
children became alarmed, and Neal struck and 
killed the crippled boy with the crowbar. Neal 
then assaulted Fannie Gibbons and Craft assault- 
ed Emma Carrico. Fannie Gibbons cried and said 
she intended to teli_ her mother, and Neal killed 
her; and Craft fetching an axe from the yard 
killed Emma Carrico. Craft then got the coal 
oil can and saturated the bodies of the girls and 
the bed clothing and set fire to them, after which 
the murderers departed. Fortunately the fire 
was discovered and the bodies rescued before 
the flames had obliterated the marks of the mur- 
der. Ejilis’s confession raised such a storm of in- 
dignation in Ashland that the court ordered all 
three of the murderers, who had been arrested 
before the confession was made public, to 
be sent to the jail at Lexington for safe keeping, 
They were accordingly placed upon a steam- 
boat and started down the river, but 
the mob got wind of it and started in 
pursuit in another boat. After an exciting 
chase the officers eluded the mob, and arrived 
sateiyat Lexington with the prisoners, In the 
Lexington jail George Ellis made and swore to 
another statement, in which he alleged that his 
former confession was untrue, and had been 
forced from him by George Heplin at 


the point of a pistol He afterward_re- 
tracted this statement, and_ reaffirmed 
it again. Ellis was generally believed by 


the people of Lexington to be insane. In the 
Spring of 1882 Ellis was tried at Catlettsburg, 
and sentenced tu the penitentiary for life. That 
night the mob broke open the jail and took Ellis 
to Ashland, five miles away, and hanged him. Be- 
fore his death, and while the’ rope was around 
his neck, he reiterated his first confession about 
the murder. 

Neal and Oraft were tried at Catlettsburg sev- 
eral times and were each time sentenced to 
death, but succeeded in getting new trials. The 
spirit of the people of Boyd County was so 
strone against the prisoners that Gov. Black- 
burn deemed it expedient to send a large eontin- 
gent of State troops with them to protect them 
from the mob each time they were sent there for 
trial. 1n the Fall of 1882 the prisoners were sent 
to Catlettsburg for trial, and the trial was post- 
poned. The lynchers, then in strong force, de- 
manded of Major John R. Allen, commanding 
the State forces, that he deliver Neal and Craft to 
them. This he of course refused. Hethen char- 
tered a steamboat upon which he embarked 
the troops and the prisonersto return to Lexing- 
ton. The mob boarded a train of flat carson a 
railroad running along the river bank from Cat- 
lettsburg to Ashland, and kept up a desultory 
flre upon the troops on the steamboat all the 
way to Ashland. The fire was not returned. At 
Ashland the mob seized a ferryboat and swung 
out into the river to intercept the steamboat, 
and when nearly up to it opened fire upon the 
troops, who were ranged in line along the decks. 
The troops then returned the fire with disas- 
trous effect. A number of persons on the ferry- 
boat were killed and wounded, and ali the bullets 
which did not strike the ferryboat passed on 
to the bank, where hundreds of people had 
congregated to see the mob whip the soldiers, 
and about 20 of those citizens were killed and 
woundea. The boat then steamed on to Mays- 
ville without further molestation, and Neal and 
Craft were again landed in Lexington jail. 

-The next trial was held under a change of 
venue at Grayson, and Craft was againsentenced 
to death, Neal’s trial not being reached. Craft 
was refused a new hearing, and was hanged at 
Grayson, in accordance with his sentence, in 
August, 1883. Neal was tried later on, and he 
also was again sentenced todeath. His appli- 
cation to the Court of Appeals for a rehearing 
being denied, he was hanged to-day at Grayson 
in accordance with his sentence. 

Both Neal and Craft always strenuously de- 
nied their guilt, and stuck to their denial to the 
last.

RELIGIOUS PROCESSIONS FORBIDDEN. 

Orry or Mexico, March 27, via Galveston. 
—The Secretary of the Interior has issued a cir- 
cular declaring that the reform laws must be 
strictly observed during the coming holy week. 
At this period it is the custom in many villages 
near here and in other parts of the republic to 
have religious processions in the streets, priests 


carrying the host, and the passion of Christ often 
being represented. These spectacles, while im- 
posing to the Indians, are looked upon as objects 
of amusement and ridicule by the educated 
classes. They are also in direct opposition to the 
reform laws, which prohibit religious processions 
outside of churches. 

This morning theannual feast called Paseo de 
Flores was celebrated on the Viga Canal, and 
was participated in by all from the lowest to the 
highest classes. The canal was crowded with 
boats loaded with flowers, and the wide avenue 
running parallel with the canal was filled with 
horsemen and carriages containing gayly 
dressed people.

THE BALTIMORE OYSTER TRADE. 
BALTIMORE, March 27.—The oyster pack- 
ers of Baltimore are highly excited over an or- 
der issued yesterday by the Board of Public 
Works extending the oyster dredging season 10 
days beyond the limit fixed by the Legislature. 
The board was induced to grant the extension 


by the representation that the unusually severe 
Winter had preyented the tongmen from doing 
their usual amount of work, and_ that 
many of them were in an impoverished con- 
dition. The packers deny that there is any 
poverty among the tongmen, as oysters 
have brought exorbitant prices all Winter, 
and say that dredging so late in the season de- 
stroys millions of seed oysters, and will have a 
disastrous effect on coming seasons. They fur- 
ther question the right of the board to vitiate 
an act of the Legislature, and will fight the 
order. Packers have lost money this year be- 
cause of.the high prices .they have been forced 
to pay, and the active competition which has 
prevented their realizing much profit, and they 
are looking to the future of the packing indus- 
try, which is now the largest in Baltimore. At- 
torney-General Roberts nas been asked to give a 
decision as to the legality of the action of the 
board, and an interesting fight may be the result.

MEXICAN OFFICERS ENLISTING IN THE OP- 
POSING FORCES. 

Orry o¥ Mexico, March 27, via Galveston. 
—Over 20 Mexican Officers not in active service 
have already left for Central America to join 
the Government forces of San Salvador and 
Nicaragua. It is understood that the services 
of these-veteran officers were solicited by the 
Governments of Nicaragua and San Salvador 
through confidential agents now in this city. 
Gen. Barrios is also represented here in this 
capacity. The war feeling israpidly extending 
and growing stronger. A largely attended pub- 
lie meeting was held last night to consider the 
Guatemala question. Every speaker advocated 
aggressive and determined action toward Guate- 
mala. An intense feeling of hatred toward 
Barrios was manifested. The meeting was fre- 
quently interrupted with vociferous cries of 
* Down with Barrios!” and ** Death to Barrios!” 
Resolutions were passed commending the ac- 
tion of President Diaz. 

It is reported that the Government ‘is not 
averse to public agitation against Barrios. In 
fact it is whispered in certain circles that a very 
high functionary of the Government is inspired 
with strong feelings of jealous hatred toward 
Barrios because the latter presumes to aspire to 
the fame and rank of a Bolivar, which exalted 
station the said high ftunctionary believes des- 
tiny bas particularly reserved for him and not 
tor Barrios. This may account.for the success- 
ful recruiting of volunteers now going on at 
various military points throughout Mexico. 

LA LIRERTAD, San Salvador, March 27, via 
Galveston.—The war which has been thought in- 
evitable for some days past has already become 
an actuahty. The forces of Honduras and those 
of San Salvador have already come into col- 
lision, and several skirmishes have occurred. 
The armies of Guatemala and Honduras are act- 
ing in harmony, and are now confronting the 
forces of San Saivador. Active measures are 
being taken by San Salvador, Nicaragua, and 
Costa Rica to protect themselyes against the 
revolutionary scheme of President Barrios, On 
the 25th of the present month an alliance de- 
fensive and offensive was formally entered 
into by these three States, and arrange- 
ments were perfected for putting an effeetive 
force into the field, SaneSalvador, whose terri- 
tory is most threatened, takes the leading place 
in this alliance, She will put her whole army 
into the field. Nicaragua will provide 4,000 
menand Costa Ricasends 2,000. Costa Rica at 
the same time contributes $100,000 toward the 
expenses of the war. President Zaldivar, of San 
Salvador, will assume the chief command of the 
allied forces. President Cardenas, of Nicaragua, 


will be second in command, and Gen. Soto, of 
Costa Rica, will probably take the third place,

JERE DUNN SAYS ALL THE PROFITS WENT 


TO BRIBE CITY OFFICERS. 


New-Ortrans, March 27.—Jere Dunn, 


the pugilist, is no strangerto the criminal record 
of New-York City. Forthe past three months 
he has been here managing Sunday wrestling 
and boxing matches, He has got through and 
leaves shortly for the North. He has been 
starved out by the rapacity of the public offi- 


cials. Fryer, Chambers, and Acton have already 
left, and Jack Dempsey leaves to-night. Jere 
talks freely of his grievances. ‘*You haveseen 
the last fight between Northern puzgilists.”’ said 
Dunn. “Ii brought them here at great ex- 
pense to myself and them, and have stopped 
another raft of good ones from comin 
here. Before f[ left here last Spring 
was invited to return this Winter by the Mayor 
and Chief of Police and institute a round of 
sport in the boxing and athletic line, which, 
they both assured me, would be very acceptable 
to the public and to themselves, providing good 
men were brought and square matches given. 
This promise was renewed by Mayor QGuillotte 
when I called upon him for that purpose last 
Fall. The public has judged the sport which 1 
furnished, and no fault could be found.” He 
says he sent for some of the best wrestlers 
and fighters, but each time he was com- 
elled to pay so much money. to 
he City Hall peaple that there was 
nothing left for him or the principals. At the 
time of the Fryer-Lange fight on Wednesday he 
was compelled to give 80 much money to a cer- 
tain police officer that there was only $60 left 
for Fryer and $40 for Lange, although there 
were 1,000 spectators present. Jere’s giying 
away of these high officials of the city is creat- 
ing some feeling, especially since it is alleged 
that the funds have not been equally distributed. 
It is needless to say that none of this money 
reached the city Treasury, The Mayor has di- 
rected the police to break up any enterprise that 
Dunn may connect himself with.

THE MONJO FAMILY TROUBLES. 
THE FATHER GETS THE BOYS AND THE 
MOTHER THE GIRL. 

MonrREAL, March 27,—The Monjo. case 
was continued to-day.. Mr. Lamothe ap- 
peared for the father, and maintained 
that the children were detained under 
lawful authority, and that the court 
could not further inquire into the rights of per- 
sons interested under the writ of habeas corpus. 
He further argued that the affidavits had shown 
Mrs. Monjo not to be a proper person to have 
charge of the children, and that the father 
was justified in removing them from 
her influence. His client denied in the 


most positive manner having instigated the re- 
cent indictment of Mrs. Monjo for adultery. 
Mr. Kerr, for the mother, argued that, 
as regards the writ of abeas corpus, 
they were in the same position here as 
in the United States: Mr. Kerr _ pro- 
duced several letters written py Mr. Monjo 
to his wife at various times, and which it was 
said confirmed in his own hand, charges 
of odious and unnatural conduct _con- 
tained in his wife’s affidavit. Mr, Lam- 
othe objected to the production of the 
letters. ‘when the Chief-Justice said he 
did not think that these matters which. occurred 
long before the parties separated, in 1884, had 
much bearing upon the present application. 
However, if ir. Kerr considered that it was 
his duty in the interest of his client 
to file the letters,. they would be 
admitted, Mr. Kerr said he would refrain from 
putting the letters beferethe court, He had 
only been desirous of showing that the wife’s 
aftidavit was borne out by the husband's own 
letters, which showed the case to be one of the 
most monstrous description that had ever come 
before a court. 

The Chief-Justice, in delivering judgement, re- 
marked that the case was unusually embarrass- 
ing, because the parties were foreigners. 
The children, however, were under (‘tbe 
juriediction of the court, and it was 
bound to decide as to their disposal. 
There was nothing to show ill-treatment of 
the children; on the contrary, there was evi- 
dence that they were well cared for at present. 
“Coming to the law which applies in all these 
cases of separation between husband and wife 
there is,” said the Court, ‘an article 
of the code which states how children 
are to’ be dealt with. In case of a separation the 
code says the children are tobe siven to the 
party who is notin fault, buteven in that case 
the court has a diseretionto give them fo the 
other party. Now, in this case there was no proot 
to the contrary, but everything showed ‘that 
the father was desirous of taxing care of his 
children as well as possible. He had placed his 
two boys in suitable institutions, where they are 
receiving education and moralinstruction, He 
did not think they should be taken from the care 
of the father. The case of the little girl was 
different. Mr. Monjo, apparently, had no domi- 
cile; at all events, there was no one to take 
care of the child, who was only about 
24% years old, and the father had ut 
her into an_ institution, but the care that 
may be given to a young child in 
an institution like this 3 different 
from what can begiven by a mother, Toall #p- 
pearances the mother is very much attached to 
the children, and this was borne out by the fact 
that she bad made several efforts to obtain 
possession of them. There were no doubt 
some affidavits against each of the _ par- 
ties, One might be inclined to doubt 
whether some of these affidavits were actually 
made by persons by whom they pur- 
ported to be made. It was not upon 
such afiidavits that the court would as- 
sume to try the character of either party. 
The order of the court would be that the 
two boys remain in possession of Mr. Monjo, and 
that the mother shall have the custody of the 
little girl. This was, however, only a_provi- 
sional order unti) the courts in the United 
States decided what was to be done 
with them, The father would have access 
tothe boys, and the mother to the daughter. 
The father, of course, may take the boys where 
he pleases. His authority is not taken away as 
to them. The court had no control over either 
tather or mother except while they remained in 
this jurisdiction.” 

The two boys were then removed to the semi- 
pary at Cote-des-Neiges. Thechildren, who had 
clung to the mother throughout the tedious 
proceedings, appeared to be overwhelmed with 
grief at the separation. The little girl was not 
present in court, but itis understood that Mrs, 
Monjo will take possession of ber under an 
order of the court, and return to her friends in 
New-York.

RICHMOND'S MURDER MYSTERY. 
YOUNG CLUVERIUS CONTINUES TO PROTEST 
HIS INNOCENCE, 

Ricumonp, Va., March 27,—Such is the 
interest in the murder of Miss Madison, the 
governess who is believed to have been killed 
near the reservior on Friday night, March 13, that 
funds have been contributed to assist in the 
prosecution: of T. J. Ciuverius, who is charged 
with the crime. Since the retirement of Com- 
monwealth Attorney §S. B. Witt from the case 
because of the claim of Cluyerius that 


he was related to that gentleman, much 
interest has been manifested as to who will 
prosecute the prisoner. Congressman George 
D. Wise has been solicited to do so by many of 
the leading citizens here. He has arrived from 
Washington, and, if he can arrange his private 
business, will probably take charge of the case 
for the Commonwealth. In an interview with 
agentleman who saw him in the city jail to- 
day, T. J. Cluverius, the boyish-looking lawyer 
charged with the murder, denied most positively 
the report of an engagement of marriage be- 
tween him and the deceased, The prisoner also 
declares that he had never written Miss Madison 
any love letters. He expressed perfect confi- 
dence of the nya d of the prosecution to pro- 
duce any such telitale correspondence. 

That the prisoner carried on a correspondence 
with the girl is shown, however, by an envelope 
found in the trunk directedto Miss Madison in 
the handwriting of Cluverius. The contents of 
these envelopes had been removed before Miss 
Madison left Bath County to come to Rich- 
mond. The destruction of this correspondence 
is easily accotnted for upon the supposition that 
the wronged girl was coming heré to find an 
asylum in which'she might hide her shame. 
Either upon her motion or at the suggestion of 
some one of more shrewdness the victimized 
girl destroyed ali Jetters which were calculated 
to give anyfone a hint of her secret. 

Cluverius is contined in one of the strongest 
cells in the jail. He is very cheerful, and seems 
to look forward to his approaching trial without 
fear. Mrs. Tunstall, an aunt of the prisoner, at 
whose housein King and Queen County he was 
arrested, called at the prison to-day and spent an 
hour or more with him. Mrs. Tunstall is the 
wealthy widow who has so generously befriended 
the accused and the voung lady whose murder 
he is now charged with, 

Thus far the police have been baffled in their 
efforts to find direct evidence asto the move- 
ments of Miss Mautison after she left the Amer- 
ican Hotel at an early hour on the Friday nicht 
before her dead body was found in the reservoir.

VICKSBURG PEOPLE ALARMED, 
DANGER THAT THR CITY WILL BECOME AN 
INLAND TOWN. 


VickszurG, Miss., March 27,—The breaks 
or slides which have occurred on the Louisiana 
shore at Delta Point have caused much uneasi- 
ness and alarm, especially to the citizens 
ot ,Vicksburg, and the management’ of 
the Queen and Cresent line of raifroad, 
asthe company had determined to place their 
western incline at the particular point men- 
tioned. An inspection was recently made of the 
point and the damage by the breaks in the revet- 
ment,under the direction of the United States En- 
gineer officers, by Superintendent M. 8. Belknap, 

ef the Vicksburg and Meridian Railroad, and As- 
sistant United States Engineer H. St. L. Coppee. 
In the opinionjof these gentlemen the damage is 
of a serious character, and should receive im- 
mediate attention. At the request of the Har- 
bor Committee Mr. Coppee prepared a report 
with his recommendations, a copy of which was 
forwarded to Gen. Gillmore, President of the 
Mississippi River Commission, and Senator Gib- 
eon, of Louisiana, now at Washington, askin 
that an allotment be made at onceof a suffi- 
cient amount to make the necessary repairs. 
Gen. Gillmore was telegraphed to again to-day, 
and requested to ufge the matter at once, The 
holding of Delta Point is of the greatest impor- 
tance to this-city, for the reason that a failure to 
prevent its cutting away would result ina bar 
forming from King’s Point, two miles above 
Vicksburg, on the Mississippi side, and extend- 
ing down the river to a point far below the 
Refugee Ore Mill, thereby making Vicksburg 
an inland town for all time to come, The Har- 
bor Committee, through Capt. E. C. Carroll, the 
Chairman, are doing everything possible to se- 
cure from the River Commission the necessary 
funds to repair and protect the weak points in 
the revetted Jine, Capt. Carroll states that in 
his opinion the necessary funds should be 
allotted without question, as about $40,000 of 
the $100.000 allotted by the River Commission. 
for dredging out the harbor of Vicksburg was 
covered back into the general fund, it is

ew-Orleans, and Gen, Ferguson, of Green- 
ville, members of the River Commission, will 
be requested to visit this place to inspect in

formerly Prince Bishop of Saltzbourg (from 1835 
to 1849,) and subsequently Archbishop of Prague 
and member of the Austrian Chamber of Peers. 
He opposed the dogma of infallibility and of the 
immaculate conception, and only recognized 
them after the vote adopting them. 


RUSSIAN CLAIMS ON PE NJDEH. 
Letter from A. Vambery to the Editor of the 
London Times. 

From various reports in the papers I see 
that the Russians claim Sari-Yazi (i. ¢., the Yel- 
low Plain) as their own, declaring this station on 
the road to Penjdeh, as well as the last-named 
place,to be an integral part ofjthe Turcoman dis- 
trict of Merv. In order to finda legal basis for 
this assertion they pretend that Penjdeh, as well 
as the whole tract of country extending from 
Marchah to the oasis of Merv, was formerly in- 
corporated by the Khan of Khiva into the 


Turcoman country, and that consequently the 
Russians, as the actual possessors of Merv, have 
the right to look upon Penjdchas their own 
property. 

Such an assumption is utterly false and could 
easily lead to great misunderstandings. The faot 
is simply this: Inthetime of the Khivan ruler 
Allah-Kuli Khan (1826-1841) the Usbegs of Khiva 
had succeeded in extending their forays f the 
Turcoman country to the Upper Murghab, and 
had forced a large portion of the Djem- 
shidis, then subjects of Afghanistan, to 
migrate to Koktchege, in the Khanate of 
Khiva. On that occasion the Usbegs had 
penetrated even beyond Penjdeh, as far as 
Bala Murghab, but they returned at once to 
Mery without retaining any of the said places. 
The same happened in the time of Mohammed 
Emir Khan (1843-1855;) and, since forays or tem- 
porary inroads in a country cannot be taken for 
a permanent conquest, the Upper Murghab— 
neither Penjdeh nor even Sari-Yazi—cannot be 
looked on as belonging to the Turcoman coun- 
try. i,¢., to Mery, and the Russians are again 
drifting into one of those dilemmas which are 
based upon the principle ** My willis my cay ol 

As far as I know, the boundary of the Merv 
oasis toward the south never extended beyond 
Baba, Gbmbez, and’ Yoldten, and this may be 
proved by the Persian saying current among the 
Djemshidis, ** Guzesht er’ Yoliten,” viz., “ He is 
gone beyond Yoldten,” 4, ¢., he is fallen into the 
captivity of the Turcomans, Similar—nay, much 
graver—doubts exist as to the claims of Russian 
territory east of Herat; and if the Government 
of St. Petersburg, in spite ot all this, should per- 
sist in defending these or other boundary claims, 
based merely upon the covetousness of her mili- 
tary agents in the outlying districts of Central 
Asia, Iam afraid the danger of a collision in the 
near future will be hardly avoided, for it would 
be simply a political suicide if your Government 
should give in to Russia in that respect and place 
the key of India in the hands of your insatiable 
rival.

HE READS BEVERAL OF THEM AND TELLS 
HOW THEY WERE WRITTEN.

It was announced that yesterday after- 
noon Mr. C. W. Ernst would give a ‘talk’ be- 
fore the literary and rhetoric class of the Wom- 
en's Educational and Industrial Union, at the 
rooms of tho organization, No. 74 Boylston- 
street. When the ladies had assembled they 
learned that Mr. Ernst had resigned his place to 


Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, and that the “ talk" 


would consist of readings from the genial doc- 
tor’s writings and comments on the same. The 
front and back parlors, as well as the entries, 


were crowded to the utmost limit with ladies, 
and the speaker was greeted with a per- 
fect ovation by his audience. The first 
selection was ‘Old Ironsides,” that piece 
dear tothe heart of every schoolboy orator and 
almost as familiar as a household word, It 
is one of Dr, Holmes’s earllest productions, but 
from the manner in which it was rendered it was 
evident that the fire and’ spirit a ee 
ins ived the writer were not yet extinguished. 
_ The next peace I will read,” said tho doctor, 
“was composed at a time when physicians were 
not so much given to teetotalism as at present. 
It was written for a gathering at the résidence 
of Dr. Reynolds, when I loaned him my silver 
punch bowl.” Dr. Holmes then read his poem, 
*On Lending a Punch Bowl.” The following 
lines, read with that unctuous humor character- 
istic of Dr. Holmes, caused great merriment:

The next selection was the well-known poem 
entitled "Contentment." ** John Quincy,Adams,” 
said Rr. Holmes, “‘wrote a poem somewhat 
similar to this, a7 3 many years eben to 
my production, Like myself, he rrowed a 
line from Oliver Goldsmith, but we arrived at 
rather different results,” The audience laughed 
heartily on the reading of this poem and the 
modest requirements of the man who wished to 
be contented, ‘Bill and Jo” was then read, 
This poem, the doctor said, was a particular 
favorite of John G. Whittier, It was followed 
by “ Brother Jonathan's Lament for Sister Caro- 
line.” ‘This poem,’ ‘said Dr. Holmes, ‘tI am 
very fond of, tor even amang his own writings 
a person has a preference. It was written be- 
fore the war, when South Carolina first seceded, 
and I received a number of letters from gentle- 
men residing in that State which showed that 
even during the war there was some kindly feel- 
ing toward the Northerners.” That exceedingly 
comical poem, ** A Farewell to Agassiz,” written 
when the Professor started on his trip of inves- 
tigation to the Andes Mountains, was next read, 
followed by ‘*The September Gale’ and “An 
Old Man Dreams." * This last poem,” said the 
doctor, ** was written in 1854, when I considered 
myself a very old man, much older than I do 
now.” By special request, Dr. Holmes read his 
well-known poem, “Dorothy Q,.” He gave a 
brief description of the portrait on which the 
plese was written, and stated that the picture 

ad undergone repairs which would tend to 
preserve it for along time. The original canvas 
had been removed from the back and new cloth 
had been applied. It was at present, he said, in 
his library, where he would be happy to show 
it to any who might desire to seo it. ‘the famil- 
jar lines gathered fresh beauty trom the lips of 
the author, particulariy the oft quoted verse:

Mrs. Isabel Hooker then stated that she wished 
tosay a word before the assembly dispersed. 
She said that she remembered one morning 
when she met Dr. Holmes, and he was not 
in the genial frame of mind that he 
was at present. She asked him what was 
the trouble, and he _ replied that three 
things annoyed him. First, that he had con- 
sented to write for the Atlantic Monthly once 
more; second, that he had so much correspond- 
ence on hand, and third, that people would still 
persist in me to him for advice. “I told 
him,” said Mrs, Hooker, “ that he should give 
up writing for the Atlantic. He had furnished 
its columns with * The Autocrat of the Break- 
fast Tabie,’ and that was quite enough. His 
correspondence contained nothing but flattery, 
and he had had enough of that, and lastly, that 
having passed all his life in killing people, he 
should not give any more pills or advice, 
think that he ought to devote the rest of his ex- 
istence to reading his excellent poems to de- 
lighted listeners.

A REMINISCENCE OF HIS EARLY POLITICAL 

LIFE IN OHIO. 

Fron the Indianapolis Journal,. March 26. 

And Sunset Cox has been chosen Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Turkey,” said a former resi- 
dent-of Columbus, Ohio, yesterday. ‘In 1860 I 
was assistant foreman on the Ohio Statesman, 
at Columbus, when he was one of the editors, 
He was determined to go to Congress, and 
started out to make himself popular with the 
Germans. He could see a German vote at a 


greater distance than any man who ever lived, 
ana would rush across the street in mud waist 
deep to shake hands with a German. He drank 
beer to make himself solid with them, though 
he never liked it. and it didn’t agree with him. 
But he succeeded in capturing the German 
vote. Cox was the most indefatigable worker 
for his friends you ever saw, after he got into 
Congress. I remember that the father of the 
Chairman of the Republican Committee, who 
opposed Cox in his-first campaign, had been an 
applicant for a pension for disabilities received in 
the war of 1812. Several Congressmen had tried 
their best to get the claim through. but were un- 
successful.

The only objection made to 
Gen. “‘ Joz” Jonnston for Railroad Com- 
missioner appears to be that he was a 
prominent Confederate General, but no 
one is likely to deny that he was an able 
General, and the precise relation of his 
Confederate record to the land grant and 
subsidy railroads is not apparent. The 
people of North Carolina thought that ex- 
Gov. JaRVIs ought to have a place in the 
Cabinet, and they at least must regard 
him as eminently qualified for the Bra- 
gilian mission. The selection of Judge 
McCue as Solicitor of the Treasury is, 
from any point of view, better than that 
of Mr. NzaL, which was made some 
months ago. 





“The fame of Mr. PEARSON’s achieve- 
ments as Postmaster of New-York is not 
bounded by the seas.

The Assembly special committee to in- 


vestigate the tontine method of life in- 
surance was yesterday packed with the 
men who on the previous day had most 
violently assailed the companies that 
issue policies on that plan. If thereisa 
“strike” on foot, which seems to be the 
positive opinion at Albany, it looks as 
though the Speaker ‘was in it. The 
only man of special prominence in 
the Assembly who was put upon the 
committee is Mr. Rarnes, of Ontario 
County, and he is largely interested 
in insurance in behalf of companies 
that suffer from tontine competition. 
Moreover, he made statements in the de- 
bate of Thursday regarding the tontine 
method which were either grossly igno- 
rant or willfully incorrect. This commit- 
tee can have no purpose, so far as can be 
judged from its composition and the cir- 
cumstances of its creation, but to ‘‘ strike” 
the insurance companies. The latter would 
do well to explain their methods freely, 
defend their rights with dignity, and firm- 


ly refuse to be bled. We are confident 


there will be no legislation that will hurt 
them, and they owe it to themselves and 
the community to resist these legislative 
marauders. 











The State Senate was yesterday favored 
with another batch of feminine protests 
against the Woman Suffrage bill. These 
may serve as an offset for the petitions in 
its favor, but this bill is nothing but an 
absurd device of certain men to parade 
as champions of the fair sex without 
really intending to do anything for it. 
Suffrage cannot be conferred upon women 
in this State by statute, and these men 
know it perfectly well. It is about time 
to stop this foolishness and attend to 
serious business. 








There seems to be no doubt among busi- 
ness men that a war between England 
and Russia would be a good thing for this 
country. One indication of the result the 
war would have upon American trade has 
been given already in an order for canned 
meats which entirely clears out the “ visi- 
ble supply” of those provisions. But if 
war is to occur the general belief that it 
is a good thing for business will tend to 
make it so irrespectively of the grounds 
for that belief. That a war would at 
least increase our. export of grain at the 
expense of the Russian producer seems 
tolerably certain. 








Information from Central America does 
not seem to indicate that Gen. Barrios 
has subsided in consequence of the warn- 
ing from Mexico. Itis reported that the 
forces of Guatemala and Honduras have 
taken the field against San Salvador, 
which is endeavoring to hold them at bay 
until her allies, Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
come to her aid, for a formal alliance has 
been made between the three republics. 
San Salvador seems to be in a critical po- 
sition unless interposition comes speedily 
either from the south or the north, and it 
is likely to prove more effectual. from the 
latter direction. Mexico is apparently 
as much stirred up as though she were 
herself a party to the quarrel, and the 


{ most effective check upon Barrios’s de- 


sign is likely tocome from that quarter. 
Mexican feeling on the subject seems to be 
moved by no better motive than jealousy, 
but itis pretty sure to drive the Govern- 
ment to an interposition that will cause 
the ambitious dictator of Guatemala 
more uneasiness than the force in front of 
him. mate nN 

The General Term of the Supreme 
Court, in ordering the release of Miss 
Repecca JONES, takes superfluous pains 
to explain that it does not sympathize 
with that obdurate witness. Nobody can 
have imagined that it did. RErBEcCa’s 
notion, however, of the sanctity of com- 
munications made in the domestic circle 
against even the inquiries of the law is 
not so common that it is likely to obstruct 
the administration of justice. Such revela- 
tions as she refused to make, under the 
threat and the reality of imprisonment, are 
made daily by most persons in her posi- 
tion, without any compulsion at all, as 
matters of agreeable gossip. 


THE ELECTIONS AMENDMENT. 

The concurrent resolution proposing to 
amend the Constitution of this State in 
relation to terms of office and the time of 
elections was favorably reported in the 
Assembly yesterday, with the clause pro- 
viding for biennial sessions of the Leg- 
islature unwisely stricken out. The 
changes proposed by this amendment 
would make the terms of Senators four 
years, those of Assemblymen two years, 
and those of the State executive officers 
four years, and so determine the 
time of elections that those for State 
officers and members of the Legisla- 
ture would fall in the even years and those 
for local officers in the odd years. All 
these changes are desirable. Four years 
is nottoo long aterm for executive offi- 
cers, and that period has already been 
adopted in: several of the States. Under 
the proposed change all the State officers 
would be elected at the same time and go 
in and out of office together. This would 
insure political harmony in the admin- 
istration and avoid the present overlap- 
ping of the terms of different State offi- 
cers. Even without biennial sessions 
there ought to be an advantage in extend- 
ing the terms of legislators. It is certain 
that those who are capable and honest 
would derive benefit from experience, and 
even in case of those who lack these quali- 
fications there is no advantage in having 
a new set at every session.. Still, if the 
clause providing. for biennial sessions 
could be restored it would be an improve- 
ment. A 

But the most important part of the 
amendment is that which provides fora 
separation of general and local elections. 
The reasons in favor of this change have 
been frequently urged and have become 
tolerably familiar. If it can be effected 
without holding two elections in the same 
year it willbe better than having mu- 
nicipal officers chosen in’ the Spring.

| danger* that little interest would be 
tdken by the “best citizens” in the 
‘intermediate contest. Moreover, the 
cost of a new registration and a new 
election would be considerable. Under 
the plan now proposed there would be a 
canvass of great political - importance, 
with its attendant excitement and disturb- 
ance, only once in four years. All State 
officers and Senators would be chosen in: 
the years of Presidential elections, when 
political issues were most clearly defined, 
and in the intervals there would be only 
minor contests, including those for Judges, 
Assemblymen, and local officers). As mu- 
nicipal officers would be chosen once in 
two years and in the absence of political 
contention, it would be possible, so far as 
the thing is possible under any circum- 
stances, to make their election turn upon 
considerations apart from party questions. 
This would promote the success of non- 
partisan combinations and of efforts by cit- 
izens of all parties and factions to secure 
the election of the best men to office. 

Opponents of a reform which will in- 
terfere with the success of corrupt deals 
and bargains among political managers 
for the division of municipal spoifs. will 
not have the same excuse for resisting this 
amendment that they had for defeating 
the Spring. Election bill. They - cannot 
pretend to have any considerable force of 
respectable public opinion with them. 
They will be forced to avow their real mo- 
tives and to range themselves distinctly 
for or against the reform principle. The 
present Legislature has thus far done 
nothing to remove existing abuses or to 
improve public administration. Here is 
a conspicuous opportunity for it to re- 
trieve its reputation and to do something 
to mark its record as one of usefulness. 
There. is not likely in the short remnant 
of the session to be any other chance for 
an achievement of a similar nature. It is 
to be hoped that the utmost pressure will 
be brought to bear to carry this amend- 
ment through the two houses, As anew 
Legislature in both its branches is to be 
chosen this year it would be possible to 
bring it before the people next year and 
have it incorporated in the Constitution 
in time to affect the local elections of 
1887. The final responsibility must rest 
with the people of the State, and all that 
is asked of the Legislature is to give them 
the opportunity to express their will on 
the subject. 





AFGHAN POLITICS. 


The feeling at St. Petersburg and at 
London seems to be the same, that the 
Afghan boundary dispute has gone too far 
to be settled by peaceable means. The re- 
ported British demand that both the Af- 
ghan and the Russian forces should with- 
draw from the territory in dispute was 
entirely reasonable from the British point 
of view. The refusal of the Russians 
to retire from a position once taken 
upon the ground that a _ retreat 
would be a national humiliation in the 
eyes of the native tribes is also reason- 
able from the Russian point of view. 
It omits only the essential point that the 
Russians should not have occupied dis- 
puted territory if they meant to preserve 
peace, and it is not conceivable that if 
they had meant to preserve peace they 
would have done so. It is evident that 
Russia deliberately crossed the Rubicon, 
and took a step that could not be re- 
traced, because Russian statesmen be- 
lieved that she could never have a more 
favorable opportunity of bringing the 
question. of predominance in Asia to a 
decisive test. 

One aspect of the dispute has not re- 
ceived the attention it deserves. The 
British press, in conformity with the Brit- 
ish custom of imagining that everybody 
admires John Bull as much as he admires 
himself, assumes that the Afghans are 
stanch and trusty allies of Great Britain. 
We on this side, whose information upon 
the subject comes almost exclusively from 
the British press, are apt to adopt the 
same assumption. Lord GRANVILLE en- 
gages that the Afghans shall do this and 
shall not do that quite as if Afghanistan 
were as distinctly a British possession as 
India. In fact the only pledges Great 
Britain can exchauge for the pledges she 
requires of Russia are pledges for the con- 
duct of the Afghans, since there are no 
British forces within several hundred 
miles of the territory in dispute. So 
Great Britain makes agreements for the 
Afghans with as much the air of guaran- 
teeing the fulfillment of the agreements 
as if they were agreements for the be- 
havior of one of the native Princes of 
India whose rank and power had for a 
century depended upon British good-will 

This, however, is not the case with 
Afghanistan. The assumption that the 
Afghans are secure allies of the British 
is not only without evidence, but it is 
against a considerable array of evidence, 
as everybody will admit who remembers 
the events of Lord BEACONSFIELD’s ad- 
ministration. The present ruler of Af- 
ghanistan owes his place entirely to Brit- 
ish influence, and the official utterances— 
if they may be called so—of the Afghan 
tribes may be shaped and dictated’ by 
Great Britain. But the sovereignty 
of the Ameer over the tribal chief- 
tains is certainly not more gen- 
erally acknowledged than was. the 
sovereignty of a King of France over his 
“nobles in the twelfth century. It is at 
least doubtful whether if the Afghans 
were left to themselves the Ameer would 
hold even his limited ‘precedence for a 
month. The British Government may be. 
able to engage for the conduct of its own 
creature, even though this creature has 
been “‘suspected of Russian leanings.” 
But there are many persons besides the 
Ameer to be reckoned with, and the 
facilities of Russian diplomacy for 
reckoning with them are quite as good 
as those of English diplomacy. There 
has been no sign of a Russian under- 
standing — with the tribal chieftains 
so showy as the reception the Ameer 
gave yesterday to Lord Durrrrin. But 
the Russians have of course been hard at 
work, and when hostilities really break 
out the results of their work will very 
likely appear. in a -division among the. 
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‘of another’ 





important factor in the dispute between 
Russia and England. -We can know very 
little about them, although we may be 
quite sure that they are not fairly repre- 
sented in the assumption that the Afghans 
are “loyal” adherents to the English 
cause. 


THE DODGE STATUE. 

It is announced that a statue of the late 
Wiiuiam E. DopaGe, by an eminent sculp- 
tor, has been examined by Mr. DANIEL 
Huntinaton, of the Academy of Arts, and 
that ho has sent the Park Commissioners 
a letter stating that ‘‘it isa fine piece of 
work, and should be erected in the square 
at Thirty-fifth-street, Sixth-avenue, and 
Broadway.” ¢ 

As this space is under the control of the 
Park Commissioners, it is to be presumed 
the consent of the commission has already 
been obtained for the erection of the statue 
in that place. If the consent has been 
given, it has been improvidently given, 
and should be withdrawn. If it has not 
been given, it should be withheld. 

We have no wish at all to detract from 
the private virtues of Mr. DopGr, which 
were without doubt such as to entitle him 
to the affectionate veneration of his de- 
scendants and to account for the amiable 
exaggeration of his public importance 
which prompts the proposition for the 
erection of a statue of him in a public 
park, Such a statue as is proposed would 
be an appropriate ornament to Mr. 
DonGez’s tomb, where it would testify to 
the attachment that he had inspired 
among his kindred. It would. also be 
proper to attach such an effigy to any one 
of the charitable institutions which Mr. 
DopGE may have founded, or with which 
his name may be identified. In such a 
position the statue would have grace and 
significance. 

But it is not doing honor to the memory 
of Mr. DopGE to put up a durable monu- 
ment of him in a public place. This 
is an honor which ought to be reserved for 
men whose standing. as public men or 
whose acts as public benefactors 
have given them an _ unquestionable 
title to the broadest recognition. Now, 
it is perfectly plain that Mr. DopGE was 
not a man of this public importance, 
and that a public statue of him would be 
an absurdity. A statue in a cemetery de- 
ceives nobody about the man commem- 
orated. It states that the. person thus 
commemorated was beloved by his fam- 
ily and that he has left his family in a 
position to afford the statue. A statue 
in a public park is a very different mat- 
ter. This was recognized by the Central 
Park Commissioners a few years ago 
when an attempt was made to dec- 
orate the park with an effigy the effect 
of which would simply have been 
to advertise a manufacturing com- 
pany. The Commissioners adopted some 
sensible regulations on the subject, the 
spirit of which would be violated by the 
permission of their successors for the 
erection of astatue to Mr. DopGE. Now, 
Mr. DopGe’s best friends would not think 
of calling him a great man, and the honors 
of public statuary ought to be reserved 
for men about whose greatness there is 
no question. That New-York should be 
supplied with a statue of WILLIAM E. 
DopGE while it lacks a statue of Dr 
Witt CLINTON is a discrepancy which 
would lead an intelligent foreigner to in- 
quire on what principle we chose the 
subjects for such marks of public ven- 
eration. If a statue of Mr. DopGE 
is to be set up there will be no pre- 
text for refusing the use of a public park 
as the site of an effigy in bronze or marble 
of any person of good moral character 
whose surviving friends are able and will- 
ing to defray the cost of the same, 
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BACON AND BAXTER. 

Mr. Ia@NaTIUs DONNELLY has made a 
grand discovery which proves beyond any 
possibility of doubt that Lord Bacon was 
the ,author of the plays hitherto attrib- 
uted to SHAKESPEARE. He has found that 
a cipher is imbedded in the plays, and 
that this cipher when translated is an au- 
tobiography of BACON in which full de- 
tails of the composition -by him of the 
Shakespearean plays are given. After this 
there can be no more doubt that poor Miss 
Deuia Bacon was right in her Baconian 
theory, although in her case the discovery 
was simply an inspiration of lunacy and 
not a cold mathematical demonstration. 

The cipher in question is a multiple of 
the words in the pages of the first great 
folio edition of Shakespeare. Mr. Don- 
NELLY multiplies the number of a page by 
“something else” on the same page, and 
then uses the word corresponding to the 
sum thus obtained. If, for instance, the 
fiftieth page contains three words in 
italics, 50 must be multiplied by 8, giv- 
ing, as a result, 150. Now, count the 
words on the page until the one hundred 
and fiftieth word is reached, and you 
will have one word of the cipher. 
There is, of course, some _  diffi- 
culty in deciding, in the absence 
of words in italics, what number 
should be used as a multiplier, but by try- 
ing a large number of different multipliers 
one can almost always hit upon a result that 
will prove satisfactory. Mr, DONNELLY 
has already translated a large part of the 
Shakespeare cipher, and is now about 
to patent his process in this country and 
in England. He will deserve more credit 
than has hitherto been given to any de- 
cipherer since CHAMPOLLION." 

It is aremarkable thing that Bacon was 
not the only man who has written under 
the nathe of some one-else and has at the 
same time made use of the Baconian 
cipher in the same way and for the same 
purpose that Lord Bacon used it. By try- 
ing Mr. DoNNELLY’s method in the plays 
commonly attributed to WYCHERLY it is 
easy to prove that they were not written 
by WYCHERLY, but by the Rev. RicHarp 
BaxTEeR. For example, take the play of 
‘The Country Wife” and multiply the 
number of each page by something else. 
If this is properly done there will be 
found concealed in the decidedly unde- 
vout pages of the play a sermon 
written by BaxrerR, and a_ confession 
of his authorship in the . following 
Characteristic words: ‘I, Dick BAXTER,

truth of this interpretation of the cipher 
is as impossible as it isto question the 
truth of Mr. DoNNELLY’s interpretation of 
the Baconian cipher. If the result as- 
tonishes those who know BAXTER only as 
the author of the ‘‘Saint’s Rest” it 
cannot be helped. SHAKESPEARE and 
WYCHERLY must go, and Bacon and 
BaxXTER must take their places. 


MIGRATORY CROWS. 


It is announced that a flock of 4,000 
crows has arrived at Coxsackie and that 
the inhabitants of that village regard the 
appearance of the crows with great dis- 
may as a sign of extremely bad luck. It 
is the belief of the leading citizens that a 
temperance revival which will cause them 
to close their saloons is near at hand, while 
other less eminent citizens think that the 
crows presage the enforcement of civil 
service reform and the consequent failure 
of Coxsackians to obtain offices. Gloom 
nearly as dark as the crows themselves 
has settled upon Coxsackie, and no one 
dares to shoot the crows lest the ill-luck 
which threatens the town should thereby 
be rendered still worse. 

It is a curious fact that there has been an 
unusual dearth of crows in this latitude 
during the past Winter. Asarule crows do 
not go South at any time of year. They 
spend the Winter in flying over the snow 
fields with the hope of finding dead sheep, 
frozen tramps, and other objects of ap- 
petite and interest. The traveler by rail 
frequently sees from the car window 
flocks of crows dotting the white fields 
and dining with great hilarity and utter 
disregard of cold feet, while the country 
resident daily sees the crows flying over his 
head and expressing their disapprobation 
of the selfish habits of men who kill sheep 
exclusively for their own use, and never 
voluntarily express their gratitude for the 
sweet singing of crows with presents of 
mutton or beef. This year, however, the 
crows have disappeared. Misled, pos- 
sibly, by mendacious woodchucks who 
prophesied a Winter of exceptional cold- 
ness, the crows withdrew early in Novem- 
ber and passed the Winter in some un- 
known locality. Now they are returning, 
and to look upon their return as a sign of 
ill-luck betrays a gross ignorance of crows. 

A crow is about as free from ill-luck as 
is any bird that fliex. That is to say, a 
black crow is not unlucky. Of course 
every person with the slightest knowledge 
of science knows that to meet a white 
crow is the most unlucky thing that can 
happen to a man, and nothing except a 
prompt use of the antidote—that of turn- 
ing around six times and then throwing 
away acopper cent—will save him from 
misfortune. A man can, however, see 
black crows all day long without the 
slightest ill effect, and the Coxsackians 
have no more to fear from their 4,000 
crows than they would have were they to- 
see 4,000 biuebirds. 

It is quite possible that crows have de- 
cided to adopt .the fashion of migration 
on the ground that the leading singing 
birds follow it. All our more prominent 
birds migrate in the Winter, and only the 
crows and the sparrows remain here all 
the yearround, It may be that the crows 
are unwilling any longer to be ranked 
socially with sparrows and have decided 
to spend their Winters in the South. If 
80, we may expect them to return in vast 
flocks when Spring approaches, and Cox- 
sackie might as well consider the annual 
arrival of her Summer boarders unlucky 
as to associate ill-luck with the annual re- 
turn of migratory crows.

Fiso declares that it has been a com- 
mon practice in New-York for bank offi- 
cials to engage in business outside of 
their respective banks and to extend 
accommodations to ‘‘such firms,” mean- 
ing, apparently, the firms in which they 
are interested, in the way of loans and dis- 
counts. If this means that it is their cus- 
tom to embezzle the money they hold in 
trust for the purpose of “purchasing kites 
for other adventurers to fly, we believe it 
to be a slander upon the bank officers. 
Upon Mr. Fisu’s own statement it appears 
that a person so guileless, simple, and con- 
fiding as he depicts himself should not be 
the President of a bank. Moreover, such 
&@ person does not, in fact, become the 
President of a bank. 


We dissent from the opinion of our es- 
teemed contemporery the Sun that the use of 
the preposition ** by” in the phrase ““a person by 
. the name of” is inadmissible anda violation of 
the laws of the vernacular. For instance, to 
take a random example, the sentence ‘Has 
Minister Poeps, of Vermont, ever trod heavily 
upon the toes of any person by the name of 
BARTLETT” is morein accord with the spirit of 
English speech and sounds better than the sen- 
tence: “Has Minister Pueurs, of Vermont, 
ever trod heavily upon the toes of any person of 
the rlame of BARTLETT?”

The word “tepe” or ‘‘tapa,” (mound,) 
which terminates s0 many names in Central 
Asia, isnaturallysuggested by those curious hill- 
ocks or barrows—not unfreauently. artificial— 
which are such a. common feature.of the Turco- 
man steppes and the uplandsof Northern Af- 
ghanistan. The wall of Herat itself is built upon 
an embankment of this kind, more than 50 feet 
in height. At Ak-Tapa, (White Mound,) one of 
the posts occupied by the Russians near Penj- 
deh, at ‘the junction of the Khushk and tke 
Murghab, a huge, gray, artificial mound, up- 
ward of 800 yards in length by 150 in breadth and 
more than 30 in height, rises above the flat, dreary 
plain around, surmounted by the crumbling 
earthen walls of an Afghan fort. But of all 
these singular cairns the most remarkable is 
that on which stands the famous border fortress 
of Quetta, the key of the Bolan Pass, now held 
by an English garrison. Eastern legends unani- 
mously attribute this immense work to ‘* SrRUN- 
DUR RuMI,” (ALEXANDER the Great,) and the 
popular tradition has lately been confirmed by 
the discovery of a great number of Greek coins, 
spear heads, bronze ornaments, &c., during the 
digging of a trench around the base of the wall.

THE SYMPHONY SOCIETY. 

The public rehearsal prefatory to the 
fourth concert given by the Symphony Society 
of New-York this season was held at the Metro- 
politan Opera House yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Walter Damrosch conducted, and the. pro- 
gramme included Schubert’s C major 
symphony, (No. 9,) a new barcarolle for 
small orchestra and harp, by. Saint-Sa&ns, 
Weber’s “Concertstueck” for pianoforte and 
orchestra, and Liszt’s symphonic poem entitled 
‘“*Die Hunnenschlacht.” The performance left 
nothing to be wished for in respect of smooth- 
ness and correctness; the symphony might have 
been rendered with a little more boldness, but 
Mr. Damrosch’s inclination to err on the side of 
prudence is more to be commended than reproved 
in a young musician, and this evening, when 
the concert occurs, the new Jeader will no doubt 
feel sufficiently sure of his band and of himself 
to give his imagination and temperament some- 
what freer play. There is no greater need to 
enter into particulars as to the work itself 
than to rehearse the plot of ‘*Ham- 
let.” It lacks the lofty significance, the 
broad beauty, and the perfect symmetry of 
form that make Beethoven’s masterpieces stand 
forth in music as the products of Raphael’s 
brush and Michael Angelo’s chisel in-painting 
and sculpture, but it abounds in lovely themes 
and in harmonies as brilliant and sweet as they 


are clear and natural, the composition flowing 
on from its first measure to its last like a river in 
fairyland, mirroring pone but scenes of placid 
charm or sunlit vivacity. The andante con 
moto, with its quaint and pretty theme, afforded, 








as usual, most gratification to the audience, but | 


the whole symphony—which was interpreted, as 
mentioned above, with sensibility and precision, 
and the effect of which could only have been 
heightened by alittle more freedom—was listened 
to with unbroken attention. Mr. Damrosch was 
recalled after its performance. He had to repeat 
Saint Sa#ns’s barcarolle, which followed. This 
composition will not add materially to the mu- 
sician’s reputation, buf it pleases the ear as a 
brief specimen of dainty scoring, which a render- 
ing as sympathetic and delicate as i 
can never fail to endow with effectiveness. Its 
sole merit, indeed, lies in the composer’s in- 
strumentation; the barcarole does not contain 
a single’ well-defined melody, but the simple 
theme tpon which itis constructed is treated in 
a half imitative, half epi way, according 
well with the title of tae piece, and the con- 
trasts and combinations are most felicitous. 
The barcarole having been enjoyed a second 
time, Miss Fannie Bloomfield played Weber’s 
** Concertstueck,” another well-known num- 
ber, and, as such, requiring but a pass- 
ing reference. Music of this sort supplies 
a pianist with an excellent opportunity 
to reveal swiftness and precision of execution 
and brilliancy and volume of tone; it does not, 
however, make very heavy demands upon the 
intellect, the emotional nature, or the imagina- 
tion. Yesterday demonstrated anew what was 
sufficiently proved by Miss Bloomfield’s in- 
terpretation of the “* Henselt concerto:” that the 
new comer has uncommon nervous force and 
technical facility, but it did not dispel our doubts 
as to the variety of Miss Bloomfield’s methods of 
expression. Yesterday,as on the earlier occasion, 
the virtuoso never reminded the audience of the 
possibilities of an instrument that, according 
to Liszt, Thalberg could make as vocal as a vio- 
lin. The rehearsal was brought toa close with 
“Die Hunnenschlacht,” an exemplar of 
‘““programme music” intended to illustrate, 
like Kaulbach’s fresco painting in Berlin, 
the poy oom of barbarism against Christianity, 
and the final triumph of the latter. This com- 

osition, which has often been given in New- 

ork, possesses Over mauy works of a similar 
character the advantages of intelligibility of 
purpose and distinctness of outline. The in- 
strumentation—often suggestive of  por- 
tions of the “Ritt der alkueren”—is of 
the familiar richness and vividness, and 
and although the broad stream of the last cho- 
rale comes as a happy relief from the gloom and 
clangor of the passages illustrative of the bar- 
barian hordes, the most tourmenté music preced- 
ing itis not too confusing or deafening. ‘“ Die 
Hunnenschlacht” was very effectively inter- 
preted by the orchestra. This evening the same 
programme is to be repeated. 


MR. CLAASSEN’S CONCERT. 

Mr. Arthur Claassen gave a concert at 
Steinway Hall last evening, during the progress 
of which two compositions of his own were 
made known, ahd several solo  perform- 
ances and much choral singing were lis- 
tened to. Mr. Claassen’’ works com- 
prised a “Festival Hymn" for soloist, 
chorus, ind orchestra, and a symphonic poem, 
for orchestra, the latter achievement being 
based upon the ‘ Hohenfriedberger March,” 


composed by Frederick the Great. They may be 
referred to as very creditable pag hip mee ge not 
denoting special originality on the part of the 
composer, but indicating that Mr. C m has 
acquired the art of writing for the voice and 
for a band, and that he entertains a geatocnet 
respect for Wagner and Liszt. In the sym- 
vhonic poem, to the purport of which, unfortu- 
nately, no clue was supplied last night, Mr. 
Claassen’s reverence for the great reformer of 
opera has led him into something akin to imita- 
tion, and ** Die Meistersinges” and other. works 
of the master were vividly recalled by some oftits 
episodes. It should be added that Mr. Claassen, 
though a skilled musician, has not the strength 
and cunning required to build with the slender 
materials frequently handied by his idols. 
Were his aims. less ambitious he would 
be much likelier to make his mark. Be- 
sides his two compositions, which were ef- 
ficiently rendered under own direc. 
tion, singers from the Ziéliner Maennerchor, the 
Eichenkranz, and the New-York Saengerrunde 
-were heard in part songs, Miss Ida Klein sang 
two numbers by Schumann, and Mr. rie 
repeated the concertstueck for flute that met 
with so mucb favor in Brooklyn a week ago. 
The singing of the members of the Eichenkranz 
was very good; that of the Saengerrunde dis. 
tressingly bad.

AN INSURANCE INVESTIGATING 
COMMITTEE NAMED. - 
MR. BRENNAN LOSES A BOTTLE OF WINE 
BECAUSE HE WAS NOT SELECTED FOR 
THE COMMITTEE. 

ALBANY, March 27.—Speaker Erwin has 
Jost no time in appointing the committee to 
investigate tontine insurance. It is composed 
of Dr. Julien T. Williams, Chairman, of Chautau- 
aqua County; John Raines, of Ontario; Alden 
W. Berry, of Fulton and Mamilton Counties; 
George W. Greene, of Orange County, and Peter 
K.McCann, of Brooklyn. No great expecta- 
tions were formed of the calibre of this com- 
mittee, and nobody is disappointed. With the 
exception of Mr. Raines no member of the com- 
mittee can be said to have any practical know!}- 
edge of insurance, Mr. Raines is an insurance 
expert and lawyer, doing business for one of the 
old line companies. Such companies as do busi- 
ness on the tontine principle in this State are 
justified in complaining that Speaker Erwin 
has packed the committee against them. 
Three of its members, Messrs. Williams, 
Raines, and McCann. all talked with assumed 
bavageness against tontine, while Judge Greene 
and Mr. Berry worked with equal zeal among 
the members to procure the investigation. Not 
one of the committee enters upon the investiga- 
tion unprejudiced; but, then, the prejudices of 

legislative committees can be overcome by 


the right sort of arguments. There 18 a 
ce amount of skill embodied in the 
committee, the members having had a sufficient- 
ly varied experience to free them of any sus- 
picion of being either green or fresh. For in- 
stance, Mr. Berry in the season of country fairs 
has always been interested in the mysteries of 
the pool box and the race track. Mr. McCann is 
an old newspaper man. Dr. Williame passes as a 
physician at home, while Mr. Greene has occu- 
pied the office of County Judge. P 

~ To say that the movements of Mr. Erwin’s 
committee will be closely watched by the strik- 
ers who demanded the investigation is a mild 
way of putting it. _No rats were ever watched 
by hungry cats with any moreinterest. If the 
statements of members are well founded, not 
less than a dozen men were promised positions 
on the committee if they would vote for the in- 
vestigation. Mr. Brennan, of New-York, was 
one of the victimized. 

“T"ll bet a bottle of wine that I'm a member 
of that committee,” said Mr. Brennan to a fel- 
low-member. 

*“T’ll take it,” was the reply. 

** Now, what do you base your belief upon ?” 

“The Speaker promised it to me if I would 
vote for the investigation.” explained Mr.

Mr. Brennan is a new member, and he has been 
cogitating ever since the committee was an- 
nounced. 

Further references to strikes and jobs were 
heard in the Assembly Chamber again to-day. A 
railroad bill was the cause of these uncompli- 
mentary references. It was introduced by Mr. 
Roche, of New-York, to compel the Long Island 
Railroad Company to reduce its rate of fare to 2 
cents a mile, the same as is charged by the New- 
York Central. Mr. Haskeli’s Railroad Committee 
reported it adversely, and then Mr. Roche, dis- 
claiming all intention of doing anything to 
barass the railroad, made a spirited fight to 
have the report disagreed with and _ the 
bill brought into Committee of the Whole, 
where it could be discussed. Waiter Howe 
said this bill was a familiar visitor, 
and then he read from the report of the 
Benedict committee of two years ago, whicn 
investigated and substantiated the charge that 
the railroad company had been approached by a 
striker, who had offered to tix the members and 
kill the bill. Mr. Howo, with special emphasis, 

uoted language in the committee’s evidence 
that “it was cheaper to settle with one than 
with many; that it would be better to fix the bill 
than to fight it.” 

Commander Oliver biew a bugle blast and 
rallied enough votes to beat the committee's 


report. 

The Field Code was favorably reported to-day 
by the special committee of the Assembly, 
Messrs. Kruse and Arnold dissenting. Those 
who favored it were Chairman Raines, and 
Messrs. Cole, lves, Connelly, and McClelland. 

The Assembly has passed the resolution of 
Senator Kiernan directing the Governor to ap- 
point a committee of three citizens to investi- 
gate the management of Greenwood Cemetery, 
with a special view to ascertaining the truth of 
charges made by reputable persons that inter- 
ments are accompanied by shocking conduct on 
the =a ot the gravediggers. Gen. Husted 
and Walter Howe both spokein itsfavor. Mr. 
Myers, of Brooklyn, said that he spoke in bebalf 
of the cemetery authorities when he said that 
they courted investigation. It now remains for 
the Governor to name the committee. 

’ he Senate devoted considerable time to a dis- 
cussion of the constitutional amendment pro- 
posed by Controller Chapin to abolish the com- 
mon school fund. 

Mr. Fassett read from the Controller’s report 
toshow that the school fund now contributed 
only $160,000, while over $3,000,000 was required 
for schools. The investment yields less than 3 
percent. interest, while ordinary business invest- 
ments yield5or6 per cent. Asa just and pru- 
dent business measure he believed the proposed 
change should be made. Mr. Ellsworth said 
he did not know whether the proposition was a 
coyert attack upon the public schools or was 
aimed to reduce taxation temporarily for which 
Democratic officers might take credit. If the 
people knew what this proposition meant they 
would overwhelm the Legislature with pe- 
titions against 1t.. Mr. Esty believed the resglu- 
tion te be an attack upon established institu- 
tions. 

Mr. Fassett said that a misconstruction of 
_the bill was natural. He would yield to none in 
his devotion to the common schools, which stood 
beside religion as bulwarks of the people, 
and for which he would shed the last drop of his 
blond as for the country itself. He would resist 
auytinnovations in the schooljsystem,except those 

’ which tended toward its improvement. This bill 
was essentially a business proposition. If the 
fund system isto be maintained it should be 
made adequate to its purpose, and this will re- 
quire a fund ot over $100,000.000. The task 
of bringing this fund up to the require- 
ments of the school system becomes more 
difficult every year. It isa small and carping 
matter to attack any measure for the good of 
the people simply because some party may de- 
rive credit for arightful measure. Incidentally, 
Mr. Fassett made several cutting references to 
Mr. Esty’s objections, and insisted that he would 
apply to the State principles which he would 
not apply to “ bis own little tan bark establish- 
ment” up in Ithaca. These remarks led to a 
personal reply from Mr. Esty, and the discussion 
‘was about to assume a serious form when Sen- 
vet Cullen with a casual remark restored good 

eeling. 

Mr. Gilbert argued against the proposition, as 
the school fund was provided for in the$Consti- 
tution, because a time might arise when the Sen- 
ate, Assembly, or Governor might refuse to 
make appropriations for the common schools. 
It would be better to provide for ap increase 
than for the abolition of theschool fund. If the 
tund is not now well invested, let it be invested 
in other ways. The markets of the world are 
ppen to the Controller. Mr. Fassett. in reply, 
said that the Controller was restricted by law to 
pertain lines of investment, and that the school 
fund alone, without an annual appropriation, 
would be pitifully inadequate to the require- 
ments of the schools. 

Mr. Ellsworth wanted the matter referred to 
the next Constitutional Convention, a proposi- 
tion which Mr. Fassett opposed. The bill was

SENATORS AT ODDS. 
A WORDY WAR BETWEEN SENATORS FAS- 
SETT AND ESTY. 


ALBANY, March 27.—Between the gray- 
haired Senator from the Twerty-sixth District, 
Mr. Edward S. Esty, and the golden-haired Sen- 
ator wko sits at his side, the member from the 
Twenty-seveuth, Senator Jedediah Sloat Fas- 
sett, there exists a coolness which will probably 
continue the balance of their lives. The Senate 
got the first intimation of it this morning 


when they each delivered a little speech 
aimed directly at the other, and each 
looked the other squarely in the eye 
as he uttered his biting remarks. It all 
came aboutin this way: Senator Esty has op- 
posed the Freedom of Worship bill, and in his 
speech against it yesterday he took such strong 
views as to provoke the ire of Mr. Fassett. The 
Senator is 61 years of age, very dignified, some- 
what verbose, and easily piqued at what he con- 
siders a foolish performance on the part 
of another. He began life a poor boy 
and has acquired a competence in the 
tanning business. Senator Fa-sett 1s his 
junior by 30 years. Fortune has also smiled 
upon him, for ne wedded the daughter of the 
millionaire Californian, Mr. Crocker, and he 
owns a newspaper in E!mira, which is powerful 
in the southern tier. When Senator Esty was 
making his speech Mr. Fassett injected playful 
remarks in an undertone which were calculated 
to irritate a man who was just then bandling 
the Society of Jesus and its members without 
gloves. Finally, when he sat down he was 
greeted with this genial indorsement, “ Well, 
you have made a foo! of yourself.’”’ The aged 
tanner turned upon his young friend, and, with 
the spirit of repartee strong upon him, replied, 
“You little squirt, I don’t want you ever to 
speak to me again.” The storm signals went up 
with a rush, and the few Senators who had 
overheard all and knew their meaning prepared 
for a gale. 

This morning the Senate was discussing the 
constitutionality of some financial proposition, 
for constitutional questionsare great nuts for 
this Senate to crack, when Senator Fassett got 
up and,in reply to some suggestion from Mr. 
Esty, referred to ithaca, the home of the tanner, 
in derogatory terms, saying the hafdson the 
dial of progress there were still set at an 
antediluvian period. Senator Esty rose andsaid 
that as there appeared a disposition to make 
a personal matter of this he wouid contribute a 
little himself. Said he: “Some of us com- 
menced low down, and by the application of 
business principles we have succeeded in get- 
ting our living. Over in Elmira [the home of 
Mr. Fassett] they have a way of jumping sud- 
denly into fortune, and the young man over 
there that never earned his bread and butter 
before he jumped into his fortune, and the 
youngest member of this body, comes here to 
instruct this Senate and the people of the State 
in finance. Iam giad he isa young man, and 
that he may ‘ive iong enough yet to know what 
belongs to good breeding, good manners, and 
the ordinary courtesies of life.” 

renator Fassett replied as follows: “I am 
profoundiy grateful for the Senator’s so- 
licitude on my behalf. If I have failed 
in. due consideration for him or my 
fellows upon this floor I profoundly apologize. 
Perhaps, Sir, if I have been wanting in due re- 
spect and politeness and the manifestation of 
good breeding toward the latter it is because 
of my tender youth and inexperience. There 
has not, perhaps, been set so thorough an exam- 
ple of what good breeding would call for as 
might be expected from a man who has walked 
along the path of life for 60 years.” 

The other Senators busied themselves with 
their papers, and with redoubled vigor renewed 
the discussion of constitutional questions, fear- 
ful, perhaps, that some further scene might fol- 
low from their two ruffled associates unless 
there were an interruption of some sort. The 
storm signa's have not yet been hauled down.

A DESERTED WOMAN'S STORY. 

A pleasant-faced, but weary and care- 
worn looking, woman presented herself in Jus- 
tice Lawrence’s court, Jersey City, yesterday, 
and asked his aid in finding Robert Reever, her 
husband.

Tre meeting, which 
was a public one, had been called by the Board 
of Aldermen, to whom, of late, many complaints 


have been made about the inadequate means af- 
forded by the different lines to accommodate 
public travel,and was presided over by Alder- 
man McCarthy. Mr. Albert Mann, a Wall- 
street broker, who hives in Marcy-ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, spoke of the “inde- 
cent” ‘overcrowding of the cars. He said 
that on the carin which he came down to the 
meeting there were 63 persons, and that was ata 
time when the daily rush was over. Deacon 
William Richardson thought that the only way 
to relieve the crowding would be by the adop- 
tion of some other motive power than horses.

THE JERSEY STATE CAPITOL. 


BILLS PROVIDING FOR COMMISSIONS TO RE- 
BUILD IT. 

Trenton, March 27.—The discussions 
about the new State House have provoked two 
reports from the committee appointed to look 
into the subject. Mr. Jewett submitted a re- 
port favoring the appointment of .a Capito) Re- 
building Commission, to be composed of the 
Governor, Controlier, Treasurer, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, President of the Senate, Speaker of the 
House, Chairman of the Committee on Public 
Grounds, and one member of the House, They 


are to be allowed to expend $350,000, and the 
State’s railroad und canal stock is to be sold to 
cover the expense. 

A second report designates a commission to 
consist of ex-Gov. Ludlow, ex-Congressman 
Brewer, and ex-Senator Kirk, besides the Gov- 
ernor and the Controller. No pian is to be 
adopted without the approval of the joint com- 
mittee of the Legislature, and the expenditure 
is limited to $250,000. If more is required the 
State House is to he removed to Elizabeth or 
pot pa The reports were laid over for future 
action. 

Mr. Jewett also introduced a joint resolution, 
directing that the asylum at Morris Plains be 
insured for $250,000 and the furniture for $50,000, 
and Mr. Braker a bill providing that furniture or 
personal property of churches and religious 
societies shall not be liable to execution unless 
for a lien now exist ng. Among the bills passed 
were those of Mr. Dickinson, providing for a 
new Board of Assessors in Jersey City, to consist 
of three members to be appointed py the Mayor, 
and of Mr. Parker, for the reorganization of the 
Court of Errors, so as to make it consist of the 
Chancellor, Chief-Justice, two Senior Justices of 
~ Supreme Courts, and one Senior Vice-Chan- 
cellor. 

Mr.’ Harrigan was opposed to the employment 
of convicts in tne rebuilding of the State House, 
and Mr. Keasbey said that provision had been 
eliminated from pending bills. 


The question of removing the capital of 
New-Jersey from Trenton to Newark has 
aroused great interest in the latter city. The 
citizens of Newark are naturally anxious to 
see the change made, and many taxpayers have 
expressed their readiness to contribute liberally 
to the expense of the movement. President 
Martin, of the Newark Board of Trade, has 
called a mass meeting, which will be held in the 
board’s hall this evening, to discuss the matter 
and take measures in regard to it. One of the 
Trenton papers says that the measure, which re- 
quires 31 votes to pass the House, is almost sure 
to receive 33. In the Senate, which has 21 votes, 
it is sure of 9. If Essex pushes the measure 
earnestly, it is thought that it will pass both 
houses. 
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OHIO’S ROWDY LEGISLATOR. 


A DETERMINATION BY DEMOCRATS TO EX- 
PEL HIM FROM THE HOUSE, 

CoLumsvus, Ohio, March 27.—The General 
Assembly met and adjourned at 8 o’clock this 
morning until Tuesday next. The disgraceful 
performance of Representative Allen O. Myers 
in the Legislature yesterday has been the topic 
of conversation in all public places during the 
day, and the genera) verdict is that the cause uf 
the repeated disgraceful proceedings in the 
House should be removed. The warmest friends 
of Myers, those that have endeavored to cover 


his failings in the past, can no longer defend his 
course, but are inclined to let him off with a 
censure by the Chair. Very few members will 
be content with so moderate a proceeding, 
justly claiming that 1t would be no guaran- 
tee against similar performances in the 
future by the tHKranklin County mem- 
ber. He was compelled to apologize two 
weeks ago for conduct similar to that of yester- 
day. Theentire city press demands his expul- 
sion. The J'imes. the Democratic organ, refers 
to Myers as a charlatan, and sa s that unless the 
House purges itself of the cause which has made 
that branch of the General Assembly a subject 
of ridicuie and contempt the people of the State 
will be justified in believing all that the Repub- 
lican press has charged against it. 

The Hon. John McBride (Democrat) has-pre- 
pared a resolution for the expulsion of Myers 
which he will present when the House recon- 
venes on Tuesday. It is his intention to push 
the matter to a conclusion and test the back- 
bone of his own party friends. The resolution 
reads as follows: 

Whereas, Allen O. Myers, a member of this House 
from Franklin County, during a sitting of the Commit- 
tee of the Whole, by disorderly conduct broke up the 
session uf suid committee; and 

Whereas, He also upon former occasions upon the 
floor of the House was guilty of conduct unbecoming 
agentieman and a member by repeatedly insulting

THE SON NOT. OBEYING THE 

COURT’S ORDERS. ' 

THE INSANE FATHER STILL WITHHELD 

FROM HIS DAUGHTER DESPITE THE DE- 
CISION OF THE COURT. 

Judge Van Brunt has decided that the 
sons of Charles W. Durant, the dezeuted mil- 
lionaire, have done wrong in abducting him 
from the custody of their sister, Mrs. Estelle 
D, Bowers, andin preventing her from seeing 
him on the plea that ber presence would bea 
cause of harmful excitement to him. 
fact that pending these proceedings Mr. Freder- 
ick C. Durant hus by trick induced h.s father 
to leave his home and take up his abode 
with him,” Judge Van Brunt says, “would 
cause very rigid scrutiny of any ciaim which he 
might interpose to be appointed the committee 
of the person of Mr. Durant.’ He must at once 
return Mr. Durant to his home until the court 
shall determine as to who would be a proper 
person to have the care and custody of the luna- 
tic. The alleged aversions of Mr. Durant cer- 
tainly did not require such hasty action upon 
the part of Mr. F. C. Durant, and seem to be a 
poor excuse for such untimely and unseemly 
action upon his part. The idea which seems to 
be suggested by the counsel for Mr. F, C. Durant, 
that there should be a sort ‘of double-headed 
committee of the estate, seems to me to be utter- 
ly impracticable.” 

.Judve Vun Brunt then confirmed the inquis!- 
tion which resulted inthe determination that 
Mr. Durant was of unsound mind, and appointed 
the Union Trust Company the committee of bis 
estate. Forthe determination of the question 
as to who shouid be the committee and guard- 
ian of Mr. Durant’s person the Judge ordered 
a reference, and directed that until tne report of 
the Referee shall be made and confirmed Mr. 
Durant shall remain in the care and custody of 
his daughter, Mrs. Bowers. F 

Frederick C. Durant haa the iron screen to the 
basement of his house, at No. 117 East Fitty- 
seventh-street, securely locked yesterday after- 
noon when he heard of Judge Van Brunt’s de- 
cision and the door to the vestibule locked and 
chained. When an officer called to serve the 
order of the court it was said that he was not at 
home, and the official chased around to all his 
haunts, but no Mr. Durant was found. Whena 
TIMES repoiter called at the house last even- 
ing he was asked his business by a burly 
person on the steps. The information was 
given and the reporter rang the bell. It was soon 
ovened about six inches, without thechain being 
removed, ‘** Mr. Durant is home, but he can’t see 
anybody to-night,” wasthe announcement. The 
servant was asked to inquireof Mr. Durant if his 
father was still in the house, and after some par- 
leying he consented. The door was shut and 
locked, andthe man or the steps’ murmured, 
** No use.” 

“Mr. Durant will give no information at all,” 
came from behind the guarded door. 

Despite Mr Durant’s precautions he was served 
with a certified copy of the order of Judge Van 
Brunt, and had what should have been the pleas- 
ure of seeing his sister. Mrs. Bowers, at the same 
time. He refused to obey the mandate of the 
court, however, and Charles W. Durant is prob- 
ably still in his house. It was long after dark 
when a carriage rolled up to the Fitty-seventh- 
street mansion and a trim little woman was as- 
sisted to alight by Dr. Thomas H. Alien, who has 
acted as old Mr. Durant’s physician. There was 
another rentleman in the carriage, but he did not 
muke himself at all conspicuous, The lady went 
up the steps, rane the bell, and, when the door was 
opened the length of the short chain, announced 
herself as Mrs. Bowers, and said that she wished 
to see her brother. Tbe man servant said that 
he was very busy and could not beseen. Mr. 
Frederick C. Durant evidently forgot that there 
was a Jarge mirror in bis hall, and as he stood 
listening to the talk he was plainly seen reflected 
in the same by Mrs. Bowers. She insisted on at 
least seeing him a minute, and aftera Jong par- 
ley and a longer consultation between unseen 
persons inside, Mr. Durant’s face, or ae much of 
y as possible, appeared in the opening of the 

oor. 

**T want to see father, Fred,” said Mrs. Bowers. 

“T can’t allow it, Stella,” replied Mr. Durant. 
At this point the third member of the party 
made his presence felt. He was Mr. Yates, of the 
otlice of Vanderpoel, Pope & Smith. As he came 
into Mr. Durant’t range of vision from the side 
of the steps he promptly served him with a copy 
of the order of the court. Mr. Durant did not 
stop to figure out the penalty for contempt of 
court, but flatly refused to let his fatber leave 
the house. Healso refused his sister’s reque:t 
to be allowed to see him for a few minutes, and 
the party quietly withdrew, Dr..Allen placidly 
calm, Mrs. Bowers gricved, and Mr. Yates 
chuckling with delight at his skill. 

It was late when Mrs. Bowers reached her 
home at No. 25 Fifth-avenue. “Of course, I’m 
sorry,” she said,“ but I cando nothing more. 
The matter rests with the courts, ana they must 
decide. Dr. Ailen had been my mother’s phy- 
sician, and has attended father fora long time. 
I never heard of the other doctors, and they 
must have seen father since he was taken away. 
They say father wasn’t comfortable here. Come 
and look at his apurtments. They say, too, that 
father doesn’t like my husband. He does like 
him, and seems to care more tor him since 
mother’s death. than ever before. He didn’t 
want to leave the day he went away— 
and the truth of how he came to go has not been 
told.

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\EFFECT OF FOREIGNWARR UMORS. 
YBUSINESS MEN HOPING TO BE BENEFITED 
'_- BY THE ENGLAND-RUSSIA TROUBLES. 


The rumors of impending hostilities be- 
ween England and Russia have been active in- 


fiuencesin the stock and grain markets during 
the past few days. The varying reports from 
‘London have been freely used in the Stock Ex- 
change, and the general effect bas been té brace 
up the market. Stocks bave slightiy appreciated 
’ 4n value on the prevailing theory that war be- 
tween any of the leading European nations can- 
not be otherwise than advantageous to trade in 
this country. 
’ Washington E. Connor was very skeptical yes- 
‘terday regarding the probabilities of war. He 
‘did not believe that either England or Russia de- 
sired war, and explained the active warlike 
preparations now being made in England by 
saying: “In the game of poker, you know, 
there is such a thing as bluff.” Mr. Connor be- 
lieved that should war between the two countries 


amed actually occur this country would be 
benefited. Russia and India, he said, were wheat 
producing countries, and any troubles which in- 
terfered with their agricultural! industries would 
naturally cause an unusuai draught on the grain 
products of this country. An active toreign de- 
mand for grain would undoubtedly stimulate 
business in its various branches. 

Henry Clews said: “Should war be declared 
between England and Russia no European na- 
tion will be free from the danger of being drawn 
into the imbroglio. The apprehension of this 
would impei most of them to take active steps 
to put themselves on a war footing. and as ad- 
ditional men were enrolled into service the la- 
boring classes of each nation would naturaily be 
reduced. With the decrease of production tbere 
would naturally follow an increase of the de- 
mand for foreign products. The onty first class 
nation not ays d to be involvéd in this threat- 
ened contest is the United States, which is con- 
sequently the only nation likely to be benefited 
thereby. War in Europe will certainly set in 
motion all of our numerous factories now idle 
Rnd encourage trade, transportation, and pro- 
duction of every description. This will give 
employment to the large army of unemployed 
men and women which is very desirable. 

J. H. Herrick, President of the Produce Ex- 

* change, thought that the outlook in England 
nnd Russia was very wartike. He said: “The 
probabilities are that without really desirin 
‘war two such high-spiritea nations as Engian 
and Russia may drift into positions from which 

, neither can retreat with honor. Should there be 
war the Russian ports will undoubtedly be 
blockaded and the exports of grain from Russia 
be stopped. Such a state of affairs will cause an 
4ncreased demand upon this country for grain 
and provisions. We have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose from a fight between En- 

Jand and Russia, but in the interests of human- 
fy I hove there wiil be no war.” 

Alexander E. Orr, of David Dows & Co., said 
that the immediate effect of a foreign war would 
be to stimulate prices of grain and provisions in 
this country, but the ultimate effect, he thought, 
would not be as advantageous as most persons 
expected. Mr. Orr believed that the Interests 
of the United States were so closejy identified 
with those of England that any _ trouble involv- 
ing the last named nation would ultimately hurt 
this country. 

In the cotton and metai trades there is a wide- 
spread belief that war between England and 
Russia will be of great advantage to those in- 
dustries in this country. Iron men believe that 
speculation will be revived by hostilities abroad, 
and it has long been the creed of the iron men 
that active speculation begetsan active demand 

or iron. 
P President Charles G. Wilson, of the Consolidat- 
ed Oil Exchange, thought that a war between 
England and Russia would have but_little effect 
on the oil market in this country. The produc- 
tion of petroleum in Russia, being in the Caspian 
Sea region, would not be likely to be interrupt- 
ed, and as Russia consumed the bulk of her own 

‘petroleum the situation would not be material- 
ly changed by a war. Thus far the war rumors 
have had no effect whatever on the oil market 
here. At present the combined home consump- 
tion and demand for export exceed the produc- 
tion of oil in this country.

{WO SECRET SOCIETIES UNITED. 


PELTA TAU DELTA AND THE RAINBOW S0- 
CIETY JOIN HANDS. 

Last December committees from Delta 
Tau Delta, a college fraternity with chapters in 
Northern colleges, and the Rainbow Society, a 
tollege organization in the South, met at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and drew up articles of consolida- 
tion. This action was ratified by the chapters of 
boih fraternities, and a few days ago witnessed 
the consummation of the agreement. The Deita 


Tau Delta fraternity dates its origin from Jan. 


1, 1860, at Bethany College, West Virginia, It 
now has 31 well-established undergraduate chap- 
ters and a total membership of 3,000. The Rain- 
bow Society, or as itis sometimes designated, 
the W. W. W., was organized in 1848, in the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi, at Oxford, Miss. It has 
chapters in a number of S outhern colleges, and 
itaims to be very exclusive. It now numbers 
700 Alumni members and about 100 undergradu- 
ates. 

W. W. Cook. a lawyer, of this city, whose 
office is at No. 115 Broadway, is the President ot 
the General Convention of Delta Tau Delta, and 
represented the fraternity at the Nashville con- 
ference. Speaking yesterday of the consolida- 
tion, hesaid: “The object was for our frater- 
nity to get a standing in good universities of the 
South and the Rainbows had a corresponding 
design toward the Northern colleges. The Rain- 
bow Society adopted the organization and gen- 
era! mode of government of the Delta Tau Delta 
and became part of one of the four divisions of 
our fraternity. Instead of a chapter to head our 
organization, we have an Executive Com- 
mittee of nine members—five Alumni and 
one eng “apne from each of the four 
divisions. This council has legislative power at 
alltimes except during the three days’ annua) 
convention. The President of the council bas 
almost absolute control. This gives quick action 
over the old method of governing college fra- 
ternities and has enabled us to institute new 
chapters, publish records, and to form this valu- 
able connection that unites us with the South.” 

At the next convention of the joint societies, 
which will occur at Toledo in August, the cere- 
monies of mutual initiation will occur, and dele- 
gates will be present representing all parts of 
the country. from California to New-England 
and from Michigan to Texas. The Delta Tau 
Delta has a chapter of 20 members at Columbia 
College, organized in 1882, with rooms at No. 15 
West Forty-second-street. There was also re- 
cently organized in this city an A:mmni chapter, 
with strict rules limiting its numbers, of which 
Will Carleton, the poet, is the President.

BRAVER THAN THE MEN. 
A PLUCKY WOMAN DISARMS A DESPERATE 
THIEF. 

James W. Drummond, an ageht, resides 
with his wife and daughter on the third floor of 
the house at No. 73 Sixth-avenue. At noon yes- 
terday his wife and daughter went out and 
locked up their apartments. Drummond tooka 
stroll up the avenue and returned to his house at 
about 2 o'clock. As he reached the entrance he 
noticed a young man come out of the house, 
carrying a music box under his arm. Drum- 
mond recognized the music box as his property 
andimmediately seized the thief. After a short 


struggle on ‘the sidewalk the thief abandoned 
the music box in Mr. Drummond's possession 
and fied. ‘ 

Mr. Drummond, who is a sufferer from 
rheumatism, then started for his rooms. When 
he reached the toot of the stairs he was con- 
fronted by a young man, who su uently 
gave bis nameas George Johnson, of No. 198 West 
One Hundredth-street. who was carrying a larg? 
black muslin bag, filled with about $100 worth of 
clothing which he had stolen. Mr. Drummond 
seized the thief and called joudiy for help. A 
desperate struggie ensued in the haliway, where 
Johnson endeavored to beat him over the 
head with a “jimmy.” While the struggle 
was going on Mr. Drummond's wife and daugh- 
ter came up, and they went to his assistance, 
screaming for aid. Drummond was becoming 
exhausted in the struggle, when Deputy Sheriff 
Christopher C. O'Donnell, of Akron, Obio. a 
tall, sturdily built young man, took a handin 
the row. e has been staying at the Putnam 

ouse, and was walking down Sixth-avenue 
with his sister, Mis: Katie G. O'Donnell, a milh- 
ner, of Akron, on the way to the Desbrosses- 
street ferry to take a train to the West. 

O‘Donnell seized Johnson, and as he did so the 
latter drew a small revolver and attempted to 
strike him in the face with the buttend. He did 
not succeed, and then he turned the weapon 
around and, holding it close to O’Donnell's bead, 
snapped it three times. The weapon, however, 
wae not-loaded. Hy thistime the struggie had 
been transferred to the sidewulk in front of the 
house, and a great crowd of men had collected 
about the desperate thief and his captors. 
None of the men, however, interfered. 
Miss O'Donnel! sprang upon the _ thief 
and, seizing him by the right arm, took the re- 
volver away from him. Then James Sweeney, 
an inspector of the Christopher-Street Cross- 
town Railroad, joined in to restrain the despe- 
rado, but he was knocked down in the struggles 
The crowd finally attracted the attention of a 
policeman, and he secured the thief. In his pos- 
session were found 25 skeleton keys and pick- 
locks. Johnson was recognized at, the Jefferson 
Market Poiice Court as a professional house 
thief, and he was committed. 

Mies O'Donnell, whose bravery in disarming 
the thief put the men gathered about to shame, 
hada thrilling experience at her home about two 
months ago. She discovered two burelars in her 
store about 3 o’clock in the morning, and at- 
tacked them witb a bale stick, driving them into 
a corner until she reached a drawer where she 
kept a loaded revolver. Covering the burglars 
with the weapon, she kept them at bay until a 
policeman came andarrested them, Her brother 
showed the magistrate an old bullet wound on 
the forehead and one on the right hana which

THE OWNER OF GOOSE ISLAND. 
DEATH OF THE ODD OLD WOMAN WHO PRE- 
SIDED OVER THAT DESOLATE PLACE. 

Goose Island, so called because a flock of 
wild geese saw fit to make it a resting place 
about 75 years ago, is situated in East Chester 
Creek, a few hundred yards from Bartow-on-the 
Sound. It contains about an acre and a half of 
ground and is notable asthe residence of Abigail 
Tice, otherwise ** Mammy Goose,”’ who died there 
on Thursday after a residence of 42 years. Forty- 
five years azo Mrs, Tice and her husbana became 
residents of’ Mount Vernon. At that time she 


was a plump, good looking middle-aged woman. 
She was a daughter of a Philadelphia sea Captain, 
and had, when a girl, run off and married Will- 
iam Tice, a fascinating stone mason. Forty-two 
years ago she and her hnsband paid Goose Isiand 
a visit. It wasthen a Jonely, barren spot and 
hadn’t even a good reputation. But it pleased 
Mrs. Tice and she said to her husband, “* Here 
I'm going to make my home.” 

Tice was employed at the time by Capt. Joshua 
Leviness, of City Island. The latter furnished 
the materials aud Tice builta comfortable house.

He cleared the island of stumps and stones, 
planted it with‘fruit trees, and tenced it in. He 
died 30 years ago and was buried near 
his house. After his death his widow 
was given the title of ‘Mammy Goose.” The 
island became a favorite resort for fishing 
arties. ‘Mammy Goose’ was an adept at 
roiling clams, and kept a good brew of beer 
always on tap. She dressed more -tike a man 
than a woman, and on fine days was to be seen 
raking oysters or “treading out’? clams. On 
such Occasions she always wore trousers. Some 
years after the death of her husband Oskley 
Stannerd took up his abode on the island, and in- 
ducted himself. into the position of general 
superintendent. His work consisted ‘generally 
ot getting drunk as early in the day as possible 
and of remaining so as late as could be man- 
aged. One day fost Summer he fell out of his 
boat while fishing for tomcods. His heels caught 
in the rowlocks, and he was aimost drowned 
when he was pulled out by a fellow-fisherman. 
Not many days afterward Stannerd walked into 
deep water and sank to the bottom. He was 
drunk at the time. -He was dead when brought 
to shore. Mrs. Tice said that she was not married 
to Stannerd. He, too, was buried on the island. 
During her residence on Goose Island Mrs. 
Tice found a firm friend in Capt. Leviness. He 
supplied her few wants and intended to present 
hér with a small shop on City Isiand next Sum- 
mer. Last Fall she left her island, as she had no 
one to assist her, and became a guest at the Cap- 
tain’s hotel. It was there that she died on Thurs- 
day. The physician who attended her attribut- 
ed her death to lingering consumption. She was 
conscious to the last moment. Mrs, Tice always 
said she was born in 1793. On Tuesday night she 
made a will, and she bequeathed her island, on 
which she has always paid taxes, and all her 
other belongings to Capt. Leviness,

LEFT TO THEIR SENSE OF RIGHT. 
HOW ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL MUST GET THE: 
BEQUEST OF MISS BURR. 

By her will the late Margaret Burr pro- 
vided that after the payment of specific bequests 
to cbaritable institutions the remainder of her 
large estate should be equally divided between 
St. Luke’s Hospital and three other benevolent 
and religious corporations. In the suit brought 
by John H. Riker, as her Executor, to test the 


. validity of the bequests, it was decided at 


Supreme Court, Special Term, that as St. Luke’s 
Hospital was incorporated under the act of 1884 
which forbids a corporation under it to take 
a bequest made in a willjdated less than two 


months ahead of the death of the maker; 
the hospital could not benefit by Miss Burr’s 
will. But Miss Burr had foreseen this and 
had put into her. will a clause requesting 
the residuary legatees, to whom a lapsed 
bequest would accrue, to apply their portions 
of it to the purposes she bad in view,’ thus 
evading any prohibitory statute. The General 
Term oft the Supreme Court has decided that the 
New-York Hospital and the other institutions 
to which the bequest designed for St. Luke’s 
Hospital will be paid are in conscience bound 
each to contribute its portion of the bequest to 
the benefit of 8t. Luke's, and may so contribute. 

In his opinion Presiding Judge Davis said: 
“She[Miss Burrl gave them [the residuary le- 
gatees] the at ach o named in the residuary 
clau:e, well knowing that if by her decease her 
special legacies should fail they too would be- 
come part of her residuary estate. Advised, as 
she doubtless was, that she could not charge the 
failing legacies with a trust in favor of the ben- 
eficiaries named, she was forced to content her- 
self with a strong expression of her wish that 
the residuary legatees would respect her wishes 
by giving the benefit of the special legacy de- 
feated by her death to the charity for which it 
was intended. This created no legal obligation, 
but a very solemn mora! one, made all the more 
impressive by the fact that the takers of the re- 
siduary estate are also large objects of her spe- 
cial bounty. 

** Tt has been said that * corporations have no 
souls,’ but these residuary legatees ure religious 
and charitable corporations, and must be as- 
sumed to know and recognize the nature and 
force of moral obligations and duties. It re- 
mains to be seen whether they wil] vinaicate 
their title to their namesas religious and charita- 
ble bodies by recognizing the wishes of their 
benefactress toward another most worthy chari- 
ty, orjustify the cynical apothegm above quoted. 
Phe court ‘canjonly leave this to their sense of 
right and justice.”

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BECKY JONES LIKES JAIL LIFE. 
NOT ANXIOUS TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF A 
DECISION VACATING HER COMMITMENT. 


The General Term of the Supreme Court 
yesterday vacated the warrant of commitment 
made by Surrogate Rollins in the case of Becky 
Jones, thus setting her free once more, on the 
ground that the warrant and the order on which 
it was based were irregular inform. Both order 
and warrant directed that she should be impris- 
oned until she should answer ‘such leval and 
proper interrogatories” as should be propounded 
to her. This form of order and warrant, Pre- 
siding Judge Davis said, in the opinion of 


the court was irregular, because Becky's 
contempt of court lay in her refusal 
to answer the questions that were 
propounded to her on the 19th of last May. It 
was herrightto purge herself. of her contempt 
by appearing and answering those questions, 
and when sbe had appeared and unswered and 
had paid ber fine she would’be entitied to her 
freedom. if thereafter sbe should refuse to an- 
swer other questions she would again be cuilty 
of contumacy and willful contempt, and again 
be amenable to punishment. But she could not 
be held 1n jail as for a contempt until she should 
answer “such legal and proper interrogatories” 
as should be propounded to her unless such in- 
terrogatories were, by the terms of the order, 
made to include only those that had once been 
propounded, and which she had refused to an- 
swer. 

“There is no question,” said Judge Davis, 
“but that the relator’s contempt was marked, 
obstinate, and altogether without excuse. There 
is no call for any sympathy inhercase. The 
learned Surrogate doubtless treated her with all 
the consideration due to her sex and condition, 
and gave her. every opportunity to escape the 
consequences of her own folly. When it be- 
came his manifest duty to punish her singular 
and persistent obstinacy he did so with a com- 
mendabie firmness which deserves approbation. 
It is to be regretted that the process of commit- 
ment was not prepared for his signature with a 
oo observation of the requirements of the 

ode.”’ 

Miss Becky Jones was in her cell on the first 
floor in Ludlow-Street Jail, comfortably seated 
in her arm chair, when a Times reporter in- 
formed her of the decision of the court. She sat 
still for a few seconds, and then coolly remarked: 
“Well, I don’t particularly care to go out of jail 
just yet. I feel very comfortable here, and 
would just as lief stay longer. Do you see these 
figures?’ and she pointed to a long row of num- 
bers from 1 to 44, printed on small slips of paper 
and pasted on the side of the large window. 
*““Kach slip represents one week of confine- 
ment, and this sdows that I have been locked up 
here for 44 weeks. Whata pity thatI cannot 
make the score a little larger and adda few 
more weeks. You see eight weeks more would 
make it just one year, and they might just as 
well let me stay out my year.” 

* But are you not tired of being locked up 
here all alone?” asked the reporter. 

“Tired! Why, bless you, no, not at all. I 
have been treated very kindly here; Just as well 
as I was ever treated’ before in my life. I can 
— exercise and have a chat with the people 

ere.”’ 

“Mr. Shepard, your lawyer, will probably soon 
be here to get you out," said the reporter. 

“Oh! I couldn't. co out to-day; indeed, I 
shan’t. I'll stay right here to-night unless the 
aren pute me out by force, and he has been 
too good a friend to me to do that. I'll see 
Sheriff Davidson to-morrow, and ask nim to let 
me stay in his house for two or three days.” 

“ Then where do zou intend to go?” 

**T don’t know. he Howlands invited me to 
go and stay with them at their house, in Tenth- 
street, whenever I was released, but I bear that 
they are moving to New-Rochelle, and so I will 
not be able to find them in Tenth-street. I also 
got an offer from a manager to travel and show 
myself on the stage and let the audiences ask me 
questions, but [I could not think of such a 
thing, and so refused _to sign my nameto any 
contract. However, I shall stay right here in 
New-York and not go to New-Jersey, forif [ 
did they would say that I ran away. No, I'll 
stay where they can find me whenever they want 
me. But they cannot get anything out of me, 
and I'll not say anything morethan I have said if 
Lhave to spend the remainder of my life in jail.” 

The Warden said that he would not put Becky 
out against her will should he receive the order 
to release her during the day. She could stay 
two or three days if she wanted to. Mr. Shep- 
ard afterward decided that he would not apply 
for her release until to-day.

JOSEPH COSULICH ARRESTED. 
HIS WIFE CLAIMS THAT HE INTENDS TO 
ABANDON HER. 

Deputy Sheriff Brown yesterday arrested 


Joseph Cosulich, the husband of Mrs. Cosulich, 
whom she married a short time ago, and who 
she claims is intending to abandon her, at the 
Bloomingdale Insane Asylum. The arrest was 
made upon.an order granted by Judge Donohue, 
inthe Supreme Court, on complaint of Mrs, 
Cosulich. In her affidavit she says that when 
she married Mr. Cosulich he was perfectly sane, 
and at the time conscious of the step he was 
taking. She believes him to be sane at the pres- 
ent time and that the commitment to theasylum 
was the result of a conspiracy betwéen Bela 


Cosulich, his brother, and himself. She further 
believes that he intende, if divorce proceedings 
were not instituted, to leave the country, and 
when without the jurisdiction of, the State, to 
refnse ber means of support. 

Mrs. Cosulich savs that on March 22 her hus- 
band took a walk anddid not return. She was 
informed that be was taken to Bloomingdale. 
She visited him at the asylum on March 2%. He 
tnen refused to say what he intended to do, and 
only said he was sick. All the furniture had 
been taken out of the Rutland Flats, where she 
and her husband had lived. Mrs. Cosulich be- 
lieved the object of the conspiracy between Bela 
Cosulich and her husband was to fraudulently 
obtain a divorce between herself and hus- 
band. She had been told that she should insti- 
tute divorce proceedings at once and effect a 
separation, as her husband wasinsane, She had 
been urged to dothis,and was told a divorce 
would be readily granted. Mrs. Cosulich would 
not do this, as she did not believe that her hus- 
band was insane. 

Before their marriage, and she had known 
him for a considerable time previous to that 
event, be had represented bimselt as wealthy 
and his father as very wealthy. ' He was 
amember ot the firm of Bela Cosulich & Co., 
No. 52 Exchange-place, shipping merchants. 
He had been anxious that his fatner should not 
know of the marriage, and at one time he 
wrote tu her to keep the matter quiet, referring 
to the marriage. Mr. Cosulich had been a)! 
right til! his brother came from Europe. He 
had treated her kind!y and evidently loved her, 
but upon his brother’s return he changed in his 
manner toward her. Their married life, more- 
over, had been happy. 

Mamie Montour, asister of Mrs. Cosulich, in 
an affidavit eaid that she had seen Mr. Joseph 
Cosulich often. He had always appeared’ of 
sound mind, and she had noticed no change in 
his mental powers. She had visited him in the 
Bloomingdale Asylum. When he saw her he 
threw up his hands and jumped on to his bed 
and appeared to be trying to make himself seem 
insane. It was forced, however, and she did not 
believe that be was insane. 

Father A. M. Brodwick, of St. Francis Xavier's 
Church, stated that he knew Mr. Cosulich 
before the wedding, and nad married the couple. 
He believed that Mr. Cosulich was perfectly sane 
at that time, and he never observed any signs of 
insanity in bis conduct or actions. Cosulich was 
remanded to the care of the doctors at Bloom- 
ingdale for keeping till he should be called to 
appear.

ABANDONED AND SET ON FIRE. 





THE CAPTAIN AND MATE'OF A- SCHOONER 
ACCUSED, OF SCUTTLING HER. 

The schooner Jennie Beasley. Capt. Dow, 
which arrived yesterday from San Domingo City, 
brought the crew ofthe schooner Rebecca A. 
Carter, which was abandoned on March 12 in lat- 
itude 28° and longitude 72°. Capt. Tunnell, of 
the abandoned vessel, reports that he left Phila- 
delphia for Trinidad with a cargo of coal on 
March 3. A week later the Carter was struck by 


a squall of hurricane force, which laid her almost 
on her beam ends and carried away her mizzen 
topmast and broke off her mainmast below tLe 
heaa, Theschconer labored heavily and sprung 
aleak. Next day the men gained on the leak 
until the hold was pumped nearly dry. But on 
the morning of March 12, although the weather 
was fine, the leak suddenly increased and gained 
steadily throughout the day. 

Late in the afternoon the schooner Jennie 
Beasley came up and signals of distress were 
made. The Beasley hove to and sent a boat to 
the Carter, and soon afterward the brig Kath- 
leen, from Aracaju, which arrived at this port 
Thursday night, came up, and a bout’s crew 
from her went alongside the leaking vessel 
and also offered assistance. Capt. Tunnell 
found that there were over six feet of 
water in the hold, and he decided to 
abandon the schooner and go on _ board 
the Beasley, He and his seven men saved a por- 
tion of their effects. Several of the Beasley's 
crew went on board the Carter and took off the 
latter's sails. Just before the disabled and leak- 
ing vessel was finally abandoned Capt. Tunnell 
set fire toh r, in order that she would not prove 
dangerous to passing vessels. When abandoned 
the schooner was about 200 miles from Bermuda. 
She measured 349 tons, and was built in 1875 at 
Camden, Me. 

After the crew of the abandoned vessel had 
landed yesterday one of the sailors said that he 
believed that the Captain and mate had scuttled 
the Carter. His story was denied by both Capt. 
Tunnel!l and Capt. Dow, who stated that after 
the seaman who made the charge had been res- 
cued he refused to do any work on the Beasley 
and was placed on a short allowance of food. 

Capt. Steele, of the bark Scott’s Bay, which 
arrived yesterday from Liverpool, reports that 
on March 22, in latitude 37° and longitude 70°, his 
vessel was run into during a heavy snowstorm 
from the northwest by an unknown vessel. The 
Scott’s Bay had her main braces carried away 
and her bows damaged slightly. Capt. Steele 
thinks that the injuries sustained by the un- 
known vessel were slight. +
